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Coroner’s Office Holds 
PWA’s Body - Over 
Possession of Pot!

he roommate of the late 
Daniel Patrick Bonner, a 
gay man who died of 
AIDS on February 5, is 
angry over the San Francisco 
Medical Examiner’s handling of 
the tragic death - from a search 
through Bonner’s room to the way 
a coroner’s investigator dealt with 
the medical marijuana discovered 
among the dead man’s prescrip¬ 
tions. 

Administrative Coroner Herb 
Hawley told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that his office was follow¬ 
ing procedures for the disposition 
of the indigent dead, and that Bon¬ 
ner’s remains were released to 
roommate Tom Battipaglia shortly 
after he announced he actually 
had durable power of attorney in 
the matter. 

Battipaglia told the B.A.R. that 
Bonner had initially wanted to 
have his body donated to science, 
but the option wasn’t available be¬ 
cause he died of a communicable 
disease and had decided on an in¬ 
digent burial. 

Shortly after Bonner died cra¬ 
dled in Battipaglia’s arms, the Vis¬ 
iting Nurses Hospice called the

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Log Cabin 
Analyzes 
Congressional 
Republicans

L og Cabin Republicans re¬ 
leased an exhaustive re¬ 
port and ratings of Repub¬ 
licans in the 104th Con¬ 
gress at a news conference Mon¬ 
day, February 5. 

The group said its 12-page 
analysis - plus dozens of pages of 
lists, charts, and graphs - “demon¬ 
strates that the Republican Con¬ 
gress is more complex than most 
people realize when it comes to 
gay issues.” 

Ratings from 100 to 0 fell into 
eight categories which they la¬ 
beled Leader, Friend, Supportive, 
Cooperative, Tolerant, Nonsup- 
portive. Hostile, and Antagonistic. 

Senators John Chafee (Rhode 
Island) and Jim Jeffords (Ver¬ 
mont) garnered the Leadership ti¬ 
tles with 100 ratings. Their polar 
opposites were Bob Smith (New 
Hampshire) with a nine, and Jesse 
Helms with a perfect zero. 

Majority Leader Bob Dole 
(Kansas) was chided by Log 
Cabin for returning their cam¬ 
paign contribution, but the group 
noted that “the rating system fo¬ 
cuses almost entirely on Congres¬ 
sional matters.” Dole’s “key role 
in steering Ryan White reautho¬ 
rization through the Senate” to a 
97-3 vote in final passage earned 
him a 63 - Cooperative - rating. 

Phil Gramm (Texas) was called 
Nonsupportive for his 40 rating. 
His rhetoric alone would have 
merited a Hostile label, but one

positive vote on a Helms amend¬ 
ment helped to mitigate that. 

On the House side, seven 
ranked as Leaders with 91 or 
higher, but only openly gay Steve 
Gunderson (Wisconsin) scored 
100. Six members were labeled 
Antagonistic with a rating of 10 or 
less. Alone at the bottom with a 0 
was Bob Doman (California). 

Speaker Newt Gingrich (Geor¬ 
gia) and Majority Leader Dick 
Armey (Texas) both got into trou¬ 
ble for their public statements on 
gays. They earned ratings of 22 
and 24 respectively and were 
characterized as Tolerant. The re-

Knutzen, recently defeated in a bitter 
election for a second term as president of 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay De¬ 
mocratic Club, was named as chair of 
the city’s Human Rights Commission. 

Longtime lesbian health advocate 
and Women’s Building activist Roma 
Guy was named to a seat on the San 
Francisco Health Commission. 

Adult Probation Officer Sharon Bretz, a former Fire Commis¬ 
sioner for Mayor Art Agnos, was appointed to the city’s Parking and 
Traffic Commission. Bretz is a doctoral candidate.in clinical psy¬ 
chology specializing in child sexual abuse and the treatment and re¬ 
habilitation of the juvenile sex offender. 

Alan Huie, in-house counsel for a variety of international video 
distribution companies, was named to the city’s Film and Video 
Commission. Huie is the co-chair of the Asian Pacific Democratic 
Club, a member of GAPA, and legal counsel for the Miss China¬ 
town 1994 Pageant Committee. 

Stanley Gatti was appointed to, and named chair of, the city’s 
Art Commission. 

The lesbian and gays appointed were among 37 commission ap¬ 
pointments announced by Mayor Brown this week. ▼

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Trippet Faces 
Prison for Her 
Migraine Medicine

Longtime Bay Area marijuana 
reform activist Pebbles Trippet 
faces two to four years in state 
prison, following a conviction for 
felony transportation of marijuana 
by a Contra Costa County jury in 
December. 

Trippet will be sentenced by 
Superior Court Judge Richard Pat- 
sey on Friday, February 20 in his 
Martinez courtroom. 

A bail hearing will follow im¬ 
mediately after sentencing if Trip¬ 
pet is denied release upon an ap¬ 
peal of the conviction. 

Trippet has announced an ap¬ 
peal of the conviction on constitu¬ 
tional grounds that marijuana laws 
are cruel, unequal, and irrational 
because they prevent access to the 
medicinal herb for medical and re¬ 
ligious purposes. 

Trippet was arrested October 
17 in Kensington, a small Berke¬ 
ley hills suburb, after a police of¬ 
ficer found two pounds of mari¬ 
juana in her car. 

Trippet, 52, takes cannabis as a 
migraine medication, after discov¬ 
ering nearly 30 years ago that it 
reduced the pain and the frequen¬ 
cy of her debilitating migraine at¬ 
tacks. 

Trippet’s physician is interna¬ 
tionally renowned medical mari¬ 
juana proponent and Berkeley 


psychiatrist Dr. Tod Mikuriya, 
who is barred by law from pre¬ 
scribing the drug. According to 
Food Not Bombs activist and 
Trippet supporter Tom Osher, the 
verdict will be appealed. 

“At a jury trial on December 1, 
Judge Patsey wouldn’t allow the 
jury to hear anything about Peb¬ 
bles’s medical and religious use, 
leaving her no defense. Tony 
Serra’s office has offered a team 
of attorneys to represent her at 
sentencing and on appeal,” Osher 
said. 

Attorney Randy Stoner will 
argue for a new trial, arguing that 
a religious defense of Trippet’s 
possession and transportation 
should have been allowed by the 
trial court, which denied both 
medical necessity and religious 
use defenses. 

Stoner will make the challenge 
based on a Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals decision regarding a 
Montana case. The Appeals court 
overturned a lower court, and al¬ 
lows a group of Rastafarians to 
use the 1993 Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act and religious use 
defenses against possession 
charges. 

Ballot Measure Would 
Have Applied 

“Under the Compassionate Use 
Act, Pebbles wouldn’t have been 


in jail, or facing state prison,” Cal¬ 
ifornians For Compassionate Use 
co-director Dennis Peron said. 

The Compassionate Use Act is a 
measure CCU is now attempting to 
get on the 1996 ballot, to decrimi¬ 
nalize medical marijuana for people 
with cancer, AIDS, amytrophic lat¬ 
eral sclerosis, and other terminal 
and chronic illnesses. 

According to Peron, the initia¬ 
tive measure has raised an esti¬ 
mated 150,000 of 600,000 signa¬ 
tures it needs by April to qualify 
for the November ballot. 

“I’m still optimistic,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I’m also 
very proud that these signatures 
have been collected by patients 
with terminal illness, including 
cancer and AIDS.” ▼

San Francisco Orchid Expo

While much of the United 
States is in a deep freeze. Bay 
Area orchid lovers are getting one 
of the world’s largest simulated 
rain forests ready for San Francis¬ 
co Orchid Society’s 44th Annual 
Pacific Orchid Exposition. 

Over 100,000 flowers will be 
displayed at the show this year, 
which will be held inside the Fes¬ 
tival Pavilion at Fort Mason Cen¬ 
ter February 23-25. 

The 600-member society’s 
openly gay president, Dan New¬ 
man, told the B.A.R., “Our soci¬ 
ety was created to provide a 
venue for people to share their 
understanding of orchids in a 
positive and supportive environ¬ 
ment.” Roughly 20 percent of 
their members are gay or lesbian, 
he estimated. 

He added that larger orchid 
shows take place around the 
world, but that none are as special. 
“Certainly ours is one of the best 
in the country,” he added. 

Newman said that more than 
400 schoolchildren from a wide 
variety of San Francisco public 
schools will be treated to an edu¬ 
cational guide through the rain 
forest on Friday, February 23. 

Throughout the show, lectures, 
docent tours, demonstrations, en¬ 
vironmental exhibits, and plant 
sales will take place. 

A preview benefit for the 
grown ups will be held from 6 to 
10 p.m. on Friday, February 23, 
with proceeds going to reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Conservatory in Gold¬ 
en Gate Park. Door prizes include 
round-trip airline tickets and hotel 
accommodations for two to Thai-

Shipyard of Fools? 


PWA Sues East Bay 
Drydock for Discrimination

A motion for preference has 
been filed in San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court, seeking a hearing on a 
longterm AIDS survivor’s breach 
of contract and AIDS discrimina¬ 
tion lawsuit against an East Bay 
ship-repair shop before the PWA 
dies. 

A physician has certified that 
plaintiff Glenn Margo, 48, now 
has six months or less to live, ac¬ 
cording to attorney Dave Matting¬ 
ly* 

Margo is the owner of a 29- 
foot sailboat that he dry-docked 
for repairs in 1994 at the Bay Ship 
and Yacht, Inc. boatyard in Rich¬ 
mond. Although the repairs to the 
mint-condition boat were sup¬ 
posed to be completed in two or 
three weeks, Margo didn’t get his 
boat back for seven months, al¬ 
legedly because the shipyard 
workers were afraid to work on it. 

“In September 1994, plaintiff 
reached an agreement with defen¬ 
dant, which was modified several 
times thereafter for substantial but 
routine boat repair and mainte¬ 
nance,” Margo’s suit charges. 
Margo didn’t get the boat back 
until April, 1995 - and only then 
in damaged and unseaworthy con¬ 
dition, Mattingly told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

After recovering the boat, he 


said, Margo discovered Bay Ship 
employees had illegally obtained 
keys to the vessel - and trashed it. 

Among other conditions, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit, garbage 
was strewn throughout the cabin; 
the sink and refrigerator were full 
of garbage and leftover food and 
drinks; the toilet was completely 
clogged; there was new water 
damage throughout the interior 
cabin and to the boat’s cockpit in¬ 
struments; and the boat had not 
been properly covered or protect¬ 
ed from the elements during the 
eight months it was at the ship¬ 
yard. 

“It was in a complete state of 
disarray,” Mattingly said. 

“Why did Bay Ship do it? As 
incredulous as it may sound, the 
gist is this: Bay Ship fears that a 
boat belonging to a person with 
AIDS is voodoo; touch it and 
you’ll die,” he told the B.A.R. 

The terror of the workers about 
encountering a person with AIDS 
was so intense that when Margo 
visited the boatyard in an attempt 
to determine the status of repairs 
to the sailboat, the owner and co¬ 
worker of the yard refused to 
shake his hand, the attorney said. 

“That’s right. The boat sat 
week after week, month after 
month, because none of the 
rugged mates at the boatyard 
wanted to work on a vessel infect- 


Milk Institute 
Celebrates Birthday 
with New Catalog

The Harvey Milk Institute has 
recovered from the gloomy out¬ 
look of late 1995. when some 
were predicting the school would 
have to permanently reduce the 
number of classes it offers, and 
thereby its overhead, to stay afloat 
from 1996 on. Now the Institute is 
celebrating its first birthday by 
throwing a party and releasing its 
Spring 1996 course catalog. 

And far from shrinking, the 
new catalog boasts more than 50 
class offerings in the arts, history, 
and field trips, all with a gay em¬ 
phasis. 

According to the school’s 
founder, Jonathan Katz, this 
year’s jam-packed catalog reflects 
the surge of growth made possible 
because the school downsized - 
temporarily - last year. 

“It meant that all the classes 
went forward, which gave us 
enough money to broaden our ap¬ 
peal,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We’ve gone out on a 
limb, we’ve spent a lot of money. 


but we think it will be supported.” 

Katz also credited Kevin 
Schaub, who volunteers his time 
to be a full-time director. Schaub, 
who manages Metro Bar, predict¬ 
ed that the Harvey Milk Institute 
and other seminars and classes of 
this type will become the watering 
holes of the future. “I believe that 
queer education is a need that our 
community might not even be 
aware of yet,” he said, “as a 
method of socializing, network¬ 
ing, meeting people with common 
interests.” 

An additional opportunity for 
socializing and networking will be 
the Institute’s one-year birthday 
party on Sunday, February 25. 
The party, where you can meet the 
faculty, volunteers, staff, and stu¬ 
dents of the world’s largest les- 
bian/gay/bisexual/transgender 
studies program for a donation of 
$5 or more, will run from 8 to 10 
p.m. at V/sf, located at 278 11th 
Street near Folsom. ▼

ed with the bodily fluids of a San 
Francisco gay man with AIDS,” 
Mattingly charges in the lawsuit. 

The lawsuit also charges that 
Margo was treated with scorn and 
indifference and shunned when he 
visited the boatyard; that he was 
misled about the nature of the 
work being done; and that boat¬ 
yard officials ignored his count¬ 
less phone calls and faxes trying 
to recover possession of the sail¬ 
boat. 

Calling the AIDS discrimina¬ 
tion “blind bigotry and buffoon¬ 
ery,” Mattingly told the Bay Area 
Reporter that despite Bay Ship’s 
denial of all charges, he had taken 
a deposition from an insurance ad¬ 
juster in the case, who corroborat¬ 
ed that the cause for the delays 
and Margo’s treatment were be¬ 
cause he had AIDS. ▼

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Church Reaches 
Settlement in 
O’Shea Molest Case

The Archdiocese of San Fran¬ 
cisco reached cash settlements 
Monday, February 12 with three 
former altar boys who filed civil 
suits claiming a priest molested 
them in a rectory and on several 
social outings in the 1960s and 
1970s. 

The suits stemmed from al¬ 
leged molestations by Monsignor 
Patrick O’Shea, a popular pastor 
of St. Cecilia’s who has since been 
placed on administrative leave by 
the Archdiocese. 

Ruth Berkowitz, the attorney 
for the three men, said the settle¬ 
ments were only with the archdio¬ 
cese and not with O’Shea. The 
monsignor could also be facing 
criminal charges if the California 
Supreme Court decides that the 
current statute of limitations does 
not apply to the case. 

Prosecutors have argued before 
the state’s high court that the 
statutes should be waived on the 
18 molestation counts that O’Shea 
has been charged with, because 
the Catholic Church hid informa¬ 
tion for several years involving 
the crimes. 

The civil settlements included 
an undisclosed cash payment and 
letters of apology from the Arch¬ 
diocese acknowledging that the 
crimes did take place. 
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The letter read in part: “You 
have endured great pain and suf¬ 
fering through no fault of your 
own. ... [The archdiocese] sin¬ 
cerely regrets this and [prays for 
your] healing and peace.” 

Berkowitz described O’Shea as 
one of the archdiocese’s rising 
stars before the allegations be¬ 
came public. 

“They knew of the charges but 
were in a state of denial for many 
years,” she said. “He [O’Shea] 
was on the fast track. He kept 
being assigned better and better 
parishes and was promoted to 
monsignor. All the time these mo¬ 
lestations were happening.” 

A portion of the cash settle¬ 
ment, Berkowitz said, was being 
set aside to cover continuing med¬ 
ical and therapy costs for the three 
men. 

“They have had a great deal of 
difficulty since this happened,” 
she said. “Suicide attempts, alco¬ 


holism, fits of anger, divorces, 
marital problems. They’ve had 
them all.” 

Berkowitz also believed the in¬ 
tense media spotlight brought by 
the case helped in forcing a settle¬ 
ment. 

“I think because of the lawsuit 
and the media attention more peo¬ 
ple [who were molested by 
priests] have come forward,” she 
said. “I think it forced the church 
to confront the problem and make 
sure this does not happen ever 
again.” 

The cases also took their toll 
on the archdiocese’s hierarchy. 
Although never publicly con¬ 
firmed, it has been rumored that 
the cases and other legal problems 
within the archdiocese forced 
Archbishop William Quinn to 
step down last year. He has been 
replaced by Archbishop William 
Levada, a tough-minded adminis¬ 
trator. ▼ 


Do Fundies Care 
More About 
Gay Marriage 
Than We Do?

A panel from the LIFE Lobby, 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights (NCLR), and the Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club told a 
crowd of around 75 people on 
Tuesday night that gays, lesbians, 
and our allies are nowhere to be 
seen or heard in Sacramento in the 
current debate around same-sex 
marriages. 

It was the first meeting of the 
Northern California Freedom To 
Marry Task Force, held in the 
wake of the passage of AB1982 
by the State Assembly. 

The State Senate version of 
AB1982, preventing legal recog¬ 
nition of same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed outside the state, is due 
before the Family Law subcom¬ 
mittee and then the Judiciary 
Committee, both chaired by Sen¬ 
ator Charles M. Calderon (D- 
Montebello). While the six De¬ 
mocrats on Judiciary have a clear 
majority over the three Republi¬ 
cans, LIFE Lobby legislative ad¬ 
vocates Laurie McBride and 
Ellen B. McCormick reminded 
the audience that the support 
among Democrats necessary to 
stop the bill before it ever reaches 
the Senate Floor is still shaky. 
Legislators need to hear from gay 
and gay-friendly constituents, 
they reminded the crowd. With a 
strong enough show of support, 


McBride said, “I think we have a 
reasonably good chance of killing 
this in committee. ... [Calderon] 
needs cards and letters or he 
could turn on a dime.” 

NCLR’s Kate Kendall said one 
state legislative staffer even called 
her to comment, “You are being 
outgunned. Where are you?” 

Members of the so-called 
Christian right, on the other hand, 
have been faxing and mailing 
their support of State Assembly 
Bill 1982 for months, after hear¬ 
ing scare tactics broadcast on reli¬ 
gious television shows. “On Sun¬ 
day they get the message, and on 
Monday they know exactly what 
to do,” Kendall said. 

“[The Christian right] is mak¬ 
ing people very, very afraid of 
us,” said McBride. But with re¬ 
cent endorsements of same-sex 
marriage from the Jewish Re¬ 
formed Church of America, the 
largest Jewish organization in 
America, momentum is building 
on our side as well. “The greatest 
networking we can do is in talking 
with people outside of our com¬ 
munity,” she said. 

One of the 70 or so who gath¬ 
ered to listen and get involved in 
letter writing, faxing, and e-mail¬ 
ing was Yvonne Lake of The Al¬ 
ternative Family Project (AHP), 
who said her group was going to 
do “at least some form of letter 
writing.” ▼

T he heat is being turned up 
on Kaiser Permanente 
HMO to pay for two treat¬ 
ments available through 
many other health plans: viral load 
testing for its clients with HIV in¬ 
fection, and human growth hor¬ 
mone for people with AIDS-relat- 
ed wasting. And although a Kaiser 
spokesman announced to the 
Board of Supervisors February 1 
that the growth hormone would be 
made immediately available, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned at 
least one PWA’s request for the 
drug was subsequently turned 
down at the Kaiser San Francisco 
facility. 

The Kaiser spokesman could 
not be reached for comment by 
presstime. 

Viral load testing, while not yet 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration, has been proven 
in clinical trials to.be a much bet¬ 
ter indicator of a patient’s surviv¬ 
ability than T-cell testing, the most 
commonly used test now avail¬ 
able. The most recent evidence 
was presented in the Wednesday, 
February 14 issue of the presti¬ 
gious New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

And despite statements by 
Kaiser officials that its refusal to 
pay for the test is standard in the 
industry, the B.A.R. has found that 
scores of other health maintenance 
organizations, managed care com¬ 
panies, and insurance firms are 
willing to reimburse their clients 
for the procedure. 

Kaiser is the largest provider to 
HIV/AIDS patients in Northern 
California, and one of the larger 
providers of overall medical cover-

Gaybashers 

What motivates gaybashers? 

Although researchers have in¬ 
terviewed lesbian and gay victims 
of hate crimes in the past, the as¬ 
sailants themselves have never 
been directly studied for answers 
to this question. Until now. 

East Bay researcher Karen 
Franklin is interviewing people 
who have physically assaulted 
lesbians or gay men, to learn 
about their motivations and the 
specifics of their crimes. 

Franklin, whose research is 
part of her doctoral dissertation in 
clinical psychology, said she sees 
assailants as “expert informants, 
who have engaged in an extreme 
expression of our culture’s hetero¬ 
sexism. 

“Many people assume that 
anti-gay violence is done by ex¬ 
tremists who hate gays,” Franklin 
said. “Yet most of the assailants 
I’ve interviewed emphatically 
deny hating gays. 

“In exploring that contradic¬ 
tion, I hope to identify specific 
social, psychological, and situa¬ 
tional factors that contribute to 
this extremely hurtful crime.” 

Franklin is still conducting in¬ 
terviews, and wants to talk with 
anyone who has physically as¬ 
saulted a gay man or a lesbian. 
Her interviews are confidential. T

age to city and county employees. 

At a February 1 hearing on the 
matter called by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors’ Environ¬ 
ment and Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee, committee chair Angela 
Alioto and other committee mem¬ 
bers put Kaiser’s physician-in- 
chief Phil Madvig on the hot seat, 
questioning him on some points 
that many patients have them¬ 
selves asked. Alioto repeatedly 
asked Madvig if he would want 
viral load testing if he were an 
AIDS patient at Kaiser. 

Madvig did not answer the 
question directly, but said his sci¬ 
entific training would force him to 
look at the statistical evidence of 
available treatments, particularly 
at whether or not a procedure was 
FDA-approved. 

The refusal of other HMOs and 
insurance companies to pay for 
viral load testing should serve as 
another reason for caution, Mad¬ 
vig told the panel. 

Other Companies Do Pay 

In fact, according to the maker 


of the tests, Emeryville-based Ch¬ 
iron Diagnostics, there have been 
60 separate insurance reimburse¬ 
ments for viral load testing by pri¬ 
vate insurance firms, managed 
care providers, and HMOs since 
February 1995. 

John McClanahan, manager of 
reimbursement services for Tech¬ 
nology Assessment Group, the 
company contracted by Chiron to 
track payments, listed payments 
from Great West Life; California 
Care; Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of California; Foundation Health; 
Cigna; John Hancock; Mutual of 
Omaha; Principal Financial 
Group; PruCare; Prudential; State 
Farm; Pacific Care; and Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield of Idaho, of 
Illinois, and of Massachusetts, 
among others. 

Moreover, he said, “The world 
that we capture here at the reim¬ 
bursement service isn’t the whole 
world.” He explained that some 
companies do pay for the proce¬ 
dure, even though their official 
policies may not authorize the 
payment. 


For example, in several cases, 
/Etna said it would not reimburse 
for viral load testing when specif¬ 
ically asked - but after those in¬ 
quiries, the insurance company 
still paid, he said. 

Drew Johnson, Chiron’s HIV 
marketing manager, told the 
B.A.R. that several discussions 
have taken place with Kaiser, but 
the HMO hasn’t given any specif¬ 
ic commitment. “They are aware 
and making an effort to insure that 
they are offering the tools that 
physicians and patients need,” he 
said. 

The San Francisco Community 
Consortium is also considering 
adopting viral load testing, ac¬ 
cording to Johnson. 

The February 1 committee 
hearing resulted in a proposed res¬ 
olution urging Kaiser to provide 
the highest possible quality med¬ 
ical care to city and county em¬ 
ployees suffering from any life- 
threatening illness. That resolu¬ 
tion will be voted on next Thurs¬ 
day, February 22. ▼

Comings 
and Goings 


S an Francisco has a new lesbian 
and gay liaison in the mayor’s of¬ 
fice, named Dean Goodwyn (see 
page 14), and five new gay and 
lesbian commissioners (see page one). 
And the sun is shining for Valentine’s 
Week (see above - no, we mean look 
above, up at the sky. Beautiful, huh?). 
God, we love living in this town. 
We’re glad to see Mayor Brown 
naming the gay people to his adminis¬ 
tration, and glad that he has set aside 
time to speak with members of the com¬ 
munity at the Collingwood Recreation¬ 
al Center at 100 Collingwood Street 
from 6-8 p.m. tonight (Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 15). This will be his first gay 
Town Hall meeting as mayor; it’s a per¬ 
fect chance to share ideas, meet the 
mayor, meet some of your neighbors, 
and help keep the famous San Francis¬ 
co Gay and Lesbian Community strong 
and vital. Be there. 

Turning from the local political 
scene to the national, we have to bid 
adieu to Senator Phil “Gramm Cracker” 
Gramm, who has announced the end of 
his run - such as it was - for the presi¬ 
dency. We didn’t like him, but we liked 
seeing him in the ring bashing into his 
GOP opponents. 

Apparently he expected the people 
of Iowa to be complete idiots, and when 
he discovered at their caucuses they 
were not, he decided to concentrate on 
his Senate reelection bid. And that Sen¬ 
ate seat is not exactly a sure thing, ap¬ 
parently. His Texas constituents, al¬ 
ready rankled that he’s been ignoring 
their needs for his own ego fulfillment, 
are now less sure than ever he’s the 
right person for the job. As the state 
Democratic leader (admittedly, not the 
world’s most impartial onlooker) put it, 
Texans sure don’t want somebody no¬ 
body else wants. 

So now the pack of contenders has 
been whittled down a little, and the 
media will no longer broadcast those 
images of Gramm blinking his obvious¬ 
ly uncomprehending eyes, kissing 
hands and shaking babies. Now the 
even meaner Pat Buchanan will inherit 
most of Gramm’s xenophobic and intol¬ 
erant supporters, guaranteeing 
Buchanan even more time on the televi¬ 
sion, with both good and bad effects 
foreseeable. 

The bad, of course, will come right 
away; Pat looking pink and greasy at 


the opening of diners and churches, 
speaking fondly of the good old days 
when pink and greasy guys ruled Amer¬ 
ica. (Back, not so implicitly, before 
black people insisted on sitting in diners 
and gays and women barged into 
churches.) Pat talking about how civil 
rights have ruined this country, and 
stuff like that. 

But the good will follow. Buchanan is 
a victim of his own exposure; the more 
he talks, the more he convinces people 
he’s a fifth-rate commentator and would 
be an unelectable candidate. (Remem¬ 
ber, by the time rotten fifth-rate actor 
Ronald Reagan got in to the White 
House, he was already experienced as a 
politico or puppet, depending on your 
perspective; Pat has never held an elect¬ 
ed office.) There is so much tape in exis¬ 
tence that testifies to Buchanan’s bad 
manners, his intolerance, and his stupid¬ 
ity that the average American won’t have 
the stomach to vote for him. We hope. 

But we’re getting ahead of our¬ 
selves. The nomination process is just 
beginning, and despite what the pundits 
and spinners say, there is much much 
more carnage to be committed before 
anyone is chosen as the official candi¬ 
date. 

Or else, as has been said before, if 
we’re going to be so impressed with the 
acuity in Iowa and New Hampshire, 
why don’t we just let them elect the 
damn president? 

One last thing: President Clinton 
should be ashamed of himself for sign¬ 
ing the Defense Authorization bill last 
week (and it seems he is), and should 
also be apologizing for signing away 
freedom of speech in this country. That 
occurred when he signed the Telecom¬ 
munications Act, which prohibits opin¬ 
ions in a way that’s never been attempt¬ 
ed in this country, even at the height of 
McCarthy ism (see pages 12-13). Unfor¬ 
tunately, the truth of the disaster was 
obscured on the news reports, mostly 
by the staged hoopla of Big A1 Gore and 
Lily Tomlin discussing “couplers” on 
the Senate floor. 

Tomlin’s antics had Gore in stitches, 
while the first amendment was being 
torn to ribbons. Both of them should 
have known better. Forcing silence and 
ignorance upon the world, especially in 
the name of the educational opportunity 
that is the Internet, is no laughing mat¬ 
ter. T

When the 
GOP Sets 
the HRC 
on Fire...

E lizabeth Birch [executive director 
of the Human Rights Campaign] 
claims I mischaracterized the 
$5,000 the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign gave to the Republican Congres¬ 
sional Campaign Committee, when I said 
it is “for keeping Newt Gingrich as 
Speaker and Dick Armey as House Ma¬ 
jority Leader.” But that in fact is exactly 
what the money is used for, and the 
RCCC makes this clear to all donors. 

Each party in each house maintains a 
Campaign Committee whose explicit pur¬ 
pose is to maintain that party as the ma¬ 
jority. The funds donated to that Commit¬ 
tee are used strategically by the party 
leadership in each house to help elect that 
party’s candidates. 

While Ms. Birch says she gave them 
money to encourage moderate Republi¬ 
cans, the Congressional Campaign Com¬ 
mittee, to which she gave the money, 
maintains no special moderate Republi¬ 
can account. They give their money to all 
Republican candidates, the overwhelming 
majority of whom are anti-gay and les¬ 
bian, and all of whom are pledged to Gin¬ 
grich and Armey as Speaker and Majority 
Leader. 

The way to help moderate Republicans 
is to give directly to them , especially in 
cases where their records on gay and les¬ 
bian issues are better than their Democra¬ 
tic opponents - few as such cases will be. 

Ms. Birch justifies giving $5,000 to the 
Committee dedicated to maintaining Re¬ 
publican control, by pointing to some 
gains that range from ephemeral to 
nonexistent. 

She neglects to mention, for example, 
that all but two or three of the Republi¬ 
cans who benefit from this contribution 
voted consistently to abolish Medicaid as 
a federally guaranteed program, thus 
threatening more damage to people with 
AIDS than any other policy proposal to be 
seriously considered recently. 

And it is a very glaring omission for 
her to note that a few moderate Republi¬ 
cans have agreed to help repeal the outra¬ 
geous provision ejecting HIV-positive 
people from the Armed Forces without 
noting that this very proposal was voted 
into law over Democratic objections by 
the very Republican House majority to 
whom she gave the contribution - after it 
was received. (The vote on the House 
Committee adopting this provision was 
28 to 1 among Republicans, while the De¬ 
mocrats voted 15 to 9 against it). 

This is akin to trying to bribe a group 
of people not to bum down your house, 
and then after they set it on fire anyway, 
claiming credit for the fact that two per¬ 
cent of those you sought to appease 
agreed to help you put out the fire that the 
other ninety-eight percent of your benefi¬ 
ciaries started. ▼

A place for queer youth 

On Sunday, January 28 I went to a show entitled 
‘The Transsexual Photography of Loren Cameron.” I 
had seen the flyers for this event for a couple of 
weeks. I looked forward to seeing Mr. Cameron’s 
work and hopefully meeting the artist, whose unique 
vision and perspective I have admired for some time. 
The advertising said, “free for gay, bi, trans and ques¬ 
tioning youth.” I took that statement to mean that all 
others would be asked for a donation. Though money 
is tight for me right now I have no qualms about sup¬ 
porting LYRIC and Mr. Cameron; the former because 
I think queer youth need adult advocates for their 
rights since they are usually low-income and disen¬ 
franchised, the latter just because I enjoy his work. I 
went to the location of the show with my significant 
other (we’re both forty-three). A young woman sitting 
at the steps of the show’s location informed me that 
the event was for those twenty-three and younger. She 
was very nice about the whole thing, and my partner 
didn’t seem to mind. My own initial reaction was 
mere annoyance. But the incident bothered me more 
and more as the evening progressed. 

First, the advertising should have made it clear that 
no one over twenty-three would be admitted: a stupid, 
insensitive, inconsiderate blunder. Second, why re¬ 
strict it at all? Gay youth and their elders seldom in¬ 
teract outside a bar setting, thanks to a culture which 
subscribes to the vampire theory of homosexuality: 
i.e., gay people “convert” or “recruit” youth into a 
“wicked” and “unnatural” lifestyle, homosexuality. 
As it happens, neither my partner nor myself have a 
sexual interest in young people. But going to an art 
show with young people involved would have given 
all concerned an opportunity to share ideas and expe¬ 
riences. Third, just as I support women’s only space 
(and men’s only space, so there), I believe queer youth 
need spaces and events that are oriented to their own 
needs. If this was for youth exclusively, again it 
should have been promoted as such. 

I will continue to support the rights of all people, 
including youth, to live their erotic identity in peace. 

I hope many more of us will do the same. Clear, hon¬ 
est communication would make the whole process 
much smoother.

As the individual who was the subject of Dennis 
Conkin’s article, “Salvation Army Client Alleges 
Anti-Gay Abuses” (January 11), I was somewhat 
taken aback by the vehemence of Jim W. in his letter 
to the B.A.R. denouncing Mr. Conkin.

Magnus opus 

[The following letter was sent to Stephen Kinzer, 
New York Times Berlin, Germany bureau:] 

Dear Mr. Kinzer: 

Your January 30 Berlin Journal news article, “A 
Curator Who Doesn’t Blush Easily,” omitted an essen¬ 
tial fact about Magnus Hirschfeld - his homosexuality. 

In your story about “a vast museum of erotica,” 
you assert that “[o]ne of the most interesting displays 
is devoted to Magnus Hirschfeld, a Berliner who was 
one of the world’s first serious sex researchers. 
Hirschfeld founded The Journal of Sexology in 1908, 
organized the first congress of sex researchers in 
Berlin in 1921, and published the first major textbook 
on the subject in 1926, when parts of Berlin society 
were beginning to explore sex in a way that Germans 
had not done before. The display includes copies of 
articles from Nazi newspapers denouncing him and a 
photo of Nazi thugs carrying books from his library to 
be burned in 1933, two years before he died in exile.” 

I don’t know if the exhibit fails to note 
Hirschfeld’s homosexuality, or how his advocacy on 
behalf of homosexuals directly contributed to the 
Nazis destroying his institute. If that is the case, then 
I believe the N. Y. Times has a responsibility to report 
this omission on the museum’s part. 

If the museum duly records Hirschfeld’s homosex¬ 
uality, then my question to you is, Why was such an 
integral fact ignored and not reported in your story? 

As you can see from the following passage, ex¬ 
cerpted from The Nazi Extermination of Homosexuals 
by Frank Rector, published by Stein and Day in 1981, 
homosexual history books always * mention 
Hirschfeld’s sexual orientation. 

“The persecution of homosexuals simply because 
they were homosexuals began officially when Hitler 
became Chancellor in 1933, but did not become a 
‘Final Solution’ until the Rohm Purge. For simplici¬ 
ty’s sake, gay genocide is dated as beginning with the 
June 30, 1933 Blood Purge (or the Night of the Long 
Knives, as it was also known), because in effect that 
was the starting point. In reality, the persecution of 
gays bubbled and boiled for years before 1934. It 
broke into dramatic conflagration with the Nazis’ 
burning of the holdings in Magnus Hirschfeld’s Insti¬ 
tute of Sexual Science in Berlin in 1933. Hirschfeld’s 
institute was primarily homosexually oriented. Along 
with condemned holdings in other libraries, this was 
the first Nazi book-burning party, and a symbolic 
auto-da-fe of homosexuals, although most Nazi gays 
probably did not then know it or admit it. 

“Hirschfeld - a Jew, transvestite, and effeminate 
homosexual - helped launch in Berlin on May 15, 
1897 the world’s first homosexual emancipation orga¬ 
nization, the Scientific Humanitarian Committee. 
Inasmuch as Hirschfeld was a Jew, his institute’s po¬ 
sition anything but pro-Nazi, his reform efforts on be¬ 
half of gays disparaged by many homosexuals them¬ 
selves (they could not stomach his transvestitism, his 
effeminacy, his deplorable inability to keep his mouth 
shut, and, for many, his Judaism itself), the attack 
against him and his institute was seen as an' anti-Se¬ 
mitic act rather than an expression of anti-homosexu¬ 
al sentiment by gays in and out of the Nazi Move¬ 
ment. Much of the public, however, correctly read it 
as an attack against both Judaism and homosexuality. 
Straight Nazis referred to the institute as a Jewish 
breeding ground of homosexual dirt and filth.” 

One final political point - Hirschfeld’s influence 
on the German homosexual liberation movement ex¬ 
tends to the present. The leading gay newsmagazine 
in Germany today is named Magnus, in honor of 
Hirschfeld’s life and ideals. 

In the future, please accurately report the fact of 
Hirschfeld’s homosexuality when writing about him.

State GOP 
Confab Flops 


BUS hile more than 2,000 
California Republi¬ 
cans gathered last 
weekend for the state 
GOP Convention at Burlingame’s 
Hyatt Regency Hotel, few of the 
presidential candidates, all busy 
hustling last-minute votes in Iowa, 
even noticed that Republicans in 
the state with the most electoral 
votes in the country were getting 
together. Indeed, none of the nu¬ 
merous GOP hopefuls attended, 
and a few of them, including 
Texas Senator Phil Gramm, even 
passed up the opportunity to pay 
the convention a visit via satellite, 
though all were offered the 
chance. 

A “straw poll” in which 21,000 
party members paid $25 each to 
vote by ballot for their fave candi¬ 
date showed Kansas Senator Bob 
Dole the winner with anti-gay 
columnist/television commentator 
Patrick Buchanan coming in sec¬ 
ond. Since a majority of the votes 
were likely mailed in weeks ago, 
many felt that Steve Forbes, in 
third place, would have fared 
much better had the actual “poll” 
been taken at the convention. 

At any rate, many of the GOP 
bigwigs (the “stars” of the three- 
day affair were Pete Wilson and 
former Congressman Jack 
Kemp) attending felt that Califor 3 
nia would once again be left out 
of the actual choosing of the GOP 
nominee, since so many other 
states will be choosing their dele¬ 
gates well before our March 26 
primary rolls around. Although 
Governor Wilson tried to sound 
sincere when he told the delegates 
that “the road to the White House 
this year will run through Califor¬ 
nia,” others were privately saying 
that Californians will never get a 
real face-to-face look at the hope¬ 
fuls. 

While most state party leaders 
were warning the national party 
not to write off California’s large 
electoral bloc as George Bush did 
in 1992, a candid Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dan Lungren, Bob Dole’s state 
campaign chairperson, was telling 
reporters that “chances are the 
fight’s going to be over before it 
even gets to California.” Howev¬ 
er, he was quick to add, “I could 
maybe be wrong, but California 
could be key if we have a chaotic 
situation after New Hampshire.” 

It was left to failed presidential 
candidate Pete Wilson to do the 
party’s cheerleading at a Saturday 
lunch that broke no new ground. 
Wilson spoke repeatedly of “party 
unity,” but there was little of that 


in evidence at the convention’s 
resolutions committee meeting, 
which disbanded after battling 
once again over a measure that 
called for the party to abandon its 
opposition to abortion. The abor¬ 
tion issue will plague the Republi¬ 
cans nationwide as well as in Cal¬ 
ifornia, and try as he might to 
downplay the problem, Wilson 
knows this as well as anyone. 

California Democrats, with a 
president whose popularity re¬ 
mains high in this state, relished 
the ongoing GOP battle over abor¬ 
tion. Some expect that very issue to 
tear apart the national GOP Con-

vention in August in San Diego. 

“They are, as usual, their worst 
enemy, ” one San Francisco 
checkbook Democrat told me this 
week. “A party that has Dole, 
Gramm, Pat Buchanan and Bob 
Dornan to offer - it’ll be Houston 
all over again.” 

Could the national Republican 
Party want to win badly enough to 
pick a new face like Steve Forbes? 
I doubt it. I’ve said it before, and 
I’ll say it again: It’s 72-year-old 
Bob Dole against 48-year-old in¬ 
cumbent Bill Clinton in Novem¬ 
ber, and you can bet the GOP is 
sweating bullets already. They 
should be.

“Independent” Kopp terms out 
soon.

A lthough I am someone 
who considers a good 
stereo system a necessity 
of civilized life, I’ve had 
precious little time in a hectic 
schedule to sit for a good stretch 
awash in a sea of music.

Aside from a dig¬ 
ital delay feeding rear speakers 
(not that unusual in this day of 
home Surroundsound), the one re¬ 
ally semi-esoteric component is a 
dbx dynamic range compressor- 
expander/limiter-delimiter. This 
can give nearly any recording the 
full sound of a digital recording 
without a volume at neighbor-an¬ 
noying levels. (Yo, Beth sez, 
check it out.) It’s all I could ask 
for: an evening of music I can feel 
as well as hear without doing in 
my eardrums. 

Double Happiness 

On my mind were two happy 
occurrences. One was confirma¬ 
tion of a spot in a Mt. Shasta climb 
over summer solstice weekend. In 
addition to being a major physical 
exertion thrill, it’s something I in¬ 


tuit will be just as exhilarating as a 
transformative spiritual journey. I 
couldn’t explain further without 
coming off all Cosmic Muffin-y, 
so I’ll spare you any details be¬ 
yond the fact I’m way jazzed.

The other was a card, the most 
recent in a series of compliments 
on this column from friends and 
strangers alike. While some have 
expressed thanks for a thought¬ 
ful, non-PC regular read, the gist 
of most comments has been, “I 
don’t always agree with you, but 
I always enjoy your writing.” I 
can’t think of a more deeply mov¬ 
ing compliment. It’s not always 
easy to write from a contrarian 
point of view for people whose 
basic motives you don’t fault, and 
I do agonize over having com¬ 
posite political views in an era of 
polarization. I’m thankful for the 
feedback that I’m doing a good 
job. 

My thankfulness goes deeper, 
though, because the kind words 
have softened some old scars. 
(Have a scar? No thanks, I don’t 
smoke.) This won’t make much 
sense to most readers (though it 
will to more than I’m really com¬ 
fortable thinking about), but when 
I got splattered against the lesbian 
movement wall in the early ’70s, 
what hurt most was the deep 
shame I felt at being told, in effect, 
there was no way I’d ever measure 
up as fit to be part of a lesbian 
community. 

Over the years, I’ve outgrown 
a feeling of being, at best, dam¬ 


aged goods. Once I got to work in 
this metaphorical town again, I 
even wrote a tongue-in-cheek 
essay, “Why I’m a Failure As a 
Lesbian” (expanded for republica¬ 
tion last year). Ostensibly, it was 
about successfully loving women 
but getting no lesbian props be¬ 
cause of a failure to have the right 
look, talk the right talk, etc. It has 
resonated with a lot of women 
over the years; for me, it’s a fa¬ 
vorite bit of gallows humor. 

So, while warming myself by 
the fire and wallowing in an 
evening of Beethoven, Pink 
Floyd, live Grateful Dead and 
Wagner (yeah, that indeed goes 
beyond eclectic to just plain 
weird), I acknowledged what a 
blessing it is to be able to win ap¬ 
proval and appreciation for writ¬ 
ing a column in which I regularly 
say a lot of “wrong” or unpopular 
things. I think I also got a handle 
on why that’s important, too. 

One Basic Thing 

With varying degrees of con¬ 
scious awareness, we’re all trying 
to do one basic thing even while 
seeming to be at cross-purposes: 
we’re trying to turn on a light in 
the darkness of envy, insecurity, 
hostility, and fear about our future. 
That light has shone at different 
points in history, for varying 
lengths of time. We sense we need 
to turn on that light now more than 
ever. 

And maybe passions run so 
high among people with similar 
long-range goals because we fear 
the light is so transitory that what¬ 
ever insights we gamer may slip 
away in the general confusion.

THANKS FOR PAYING THE MORTGAGE...

N early 60 percent of adult 
gays and lesbians hold 
college diplomas, accord¬ 
ing to one study of 
20,000 gays and lesbians conduct¬ 
ed by Overlooked Opinions in 
Chicago. When you compare this 
to only 20 percent of our straight 
counterparts, corporate America 
should be looking at domestic 
partnership benefits and anti-dis¬ 
crimination policy statements as 
investments in a dream pool of ed¬ 
ucated employees to draw on. 

(Not to mention tenacious and 
determined. According to the 
same study, 47 percent of gay 
male households have held profes¬ 
sional/managerial jobs, compared 
with 31 percent of all males; 40 
percent of all lesbian households 
reported being in management po¬ 
sitions, compared to 25 percent of 
all women.) 

Many companies do value gay 
employees, which is what two 
Bay Area employment agencies 
are counting on for the success of 
their firms. San Francisco resident 
David Bach has offered a free job 
listing service for job-seekers at 
Bach Personnel, located at 2358 
Market Street in San Francisco. 
Not all, but most of his clients are 
gay and lesbian, and the overall 
goal is to find fulfilling jobs in 
workplaces that are free from dis¬ 
crimination against anyone, he 
said. 



David Newman 


David P. Newman’s company 
Careerstreet Resources, located 
right down the block at 2300 Mar¬ 
ket Street, offers a full range of 
employment coaching services for 
gay men and lesbians. 

Both recently spoke with the 
B.A.R. about how they find their 
jobs, finding other people their 
jobs. 

Bach To Work 

Bach is a friendly face that job¬ 
seekers - particularly those who 
have just hit the city - should 


know if they want to familiarize 
themselves with a wide variety of 
available positions at gay and gay- 
friendly companies. Bach and his 
staff of five openly gay and les¬ 
bian assistants compile a list of 
positions each week. He started 
the company in 1991 as Commu¬ 
nity Opportunity Employment 
Services, complete with a bright 
pink triangle on his business cards 
and a rainbow flag in his front 
window facing Castro Street. He 
changed the firm’s name to simply 
Bach Personnel, and also changed 
the focus of his and his staff’s en¬ 
ergies from counseling job-seek¬ 
ers to increasing contacts with 
Bay Area firms and filling job or¬ 
ders. 

Bach Personnel then moved to 
larger digs on January 2, 1995, but 
is still a stone’s throw from the 
Castro, and is still deeply commit¬ 
ted to improving people’s work 
lives. 

Since the move, Bach said his 
business has tripled. “Any growth 
we do is growth for the communi¬ 
ty,” he told the B.A.R.. 

He estimated that about three- 
fourths of his clients are gay or 
lesbian, and about half of the firms 
he works with are gay-owned. 
Many more could be gay-operat¬ 
ed, he said. Bach said that one of 
the obvious benefits of going 
through an agency that is so “bla¬ 
tantly” gay-owned and -operated 
is that the job-seeker doesn’t sit 
through an interview wondering 
when - or even if - she should dis¬ 
close her orientation. 

David’s staff includes Carole 
Morton, the senior recruiter; office 
manager Anders Tyslan; opera¬ 
tions manager Craig Bradley; and 
placement counselors Mark 
Pressler and Jeff Coble. 

Hit the ‘Street’ 

Careerstreet Resources focuses 
less on direct recruitment and 
more on the job-seeker. Owner 
David P. Newman currently has 
about 70 clients, about half men 
and half women. The cornerstone 
of his business is his COMP Time 
service, which stands for Career 


Options Management Program 
Time, and includes working with a 
job-seeker on her resume, prob¬ 
lems that might come up at work, 
and other services. 

Newman, who has been in em¬ 
ployee/employment relations for 
the past 20 years, said that trust 
and coming out are the main is¬ 
sues that arise more for gays and 
lesbians. Women and men handle 
the coming out process differently, 
he added, because it represents 
power - something that has al¬ 
ways been represented differently. 

“A lot of the issues for women 
historically center around the 
treatment by men, both in and out 
of the workplace,” he said. Trust is 
no less an issue for men, Newman 
said - if anything, trust is the ulti¬ 
mate male issue. “The trust .issue 
is about the biggest issue of all: 
how to trust, when to trust, and 
who to trust. 

“And especially how much.” 

Newman said he wouldn’t rec¬ 
ommend discussing sexual orien¬ 
tation in the interview process, 
only because employers are not 
trained in handling the topic with 
sensitivity. The invisibility of les¬ 
bians and gays on staff only per¬ 
petuates the situation. 

“Companies try to include gay 
and lesbian issues in diversity 
training, but they don’t have the 
expertise on staff,” he said. ▼

that we may fail, that in our tenu¬ 
ous understanding we may not 
measure up. And so, we cling to 
what little details we’ve gleaned 
even more tightly, because 
they’re all we know about getting 
that light turned on before it’s too 
late. 

Surrendering to the caresses of 
the fire’s warmth and the waves of 
sound, I felt I could love even the 
women who had trashed the living 
daylights out of me, because I 


knew and loved what they were 
trying to accomplish even though 
I still think much of their ideology 
and actions have been tragically 
shortsighted and wrong-headed. 
But if the life and society of which 
we know we’re capable could be 
brought about through intellectual 
exercises alone, we’d already be 
there. Instead, we do our learning 
of truths both mundane and pro¬ 
found through experience, as 
though living out a series of alle¬ 
gories. 

As University of Sussex as¬ 
tronomer John D. Barrow says, 
“Life, like science and art, is a the¬ 


ory about the world: theory that in 
our case takes a bodily form.” It’s 
life, after all - the twisty, tumy 
dance through which we (and 
through us, life itself) learn, grow 
and become ever more aware of 
what it’s all about and how it 
works. So we’ve got to listen to 
each other and honor our caring, 
even as we tell the other they’re 
full of it. In the immortal words of 
Bobby “Blue” Bland, “Turn on 
your light. Let it shine on me. 
Turn on your love light, let it shine 
on me. Let it shine, let it shine, let 
it shine.” 

And leave it on. ▼

I sweeping telecommuni- 
Jfljl cations act sailed through 
Congress on February 1, 
* 111 and was quickly signed 
into law by the President on Feb¬ 
ruary 8. Both the White House and 
members of Congress are posi¬ 
tively giddy over the new legisla¬ 
tion. 

Representative Bill Tauzin (R- 
Louisiana) praised the telecom¬ 
munications act as “a grand cele¬ 
bration of competition ... a grand 
celebration of Americans in their 
government trusting Americans in 
the marketplace to make deci¬ 
sions.” Vice President Gore de¬ 
clared that the act was nothing less 
than the legislative equivalent of 
“tearing down the Berlin Wall.” 
According to Bill Clinton, the new 
law will magically bring forth an 
electronic renaissance, filling 
every house with new communi¬ 
cations technologies (never mind 
that pesky poverty or illiteracy). 

Almost all of the rhetoric sur¬ 
rounding the telecommunications 
act has, in fact, been more hype 
than honesty. Although touted as a 
“deregulation” and “reform” ef¬ 
fort, the legislation actually im¬ 
poses substantial new regulations, 
which will constrain the content of 
television as well as the Internet. 
For queer communities, such reg¬ 
ulations pose major threats. 

By diminishing the scope of a 
broadcaster’s public accountabili¬ 
ty - and simultaneously allowing 
further concentration of media 
ownership and control - the 
telecommunications act actually 
discourages diversity in program¬ 
ming. Once again, lawmakers

seem to have confused “ more ” 
with “ more of the same." 

The new “v-chip” require¬ 
ments - encouraging the automat¬ 
ic “blocking” of “sex and vio¬ 
lence” - will only further the 
blandness in broadcasting. Why 
risk accidental exposure to new 
ideas, after all, when modem sci¬ 
ence can now keep everyone safe 
from awareness? 

If historical homophobia is any 
indicator, v-chips will be em¬ 
ployed indiscriminately by most 
parents, eager to “block out” any 
and every program that might deal 
fairly with homosexuality, bisexu¬ 
ality or transgender subjects. Ulti¬ 
mately, such technology threatens 
to replace media literacy (the abil¬ 
ity to critically understand certain 
content) with media stupidity (the 
capacity to automatically avoid 
certain content). 

Claims that children must be 
shielded from “sex” on television 
are often made without regard for 
either research or reason. The re¬ 
search regarding exposure to tele¬ 
vised sex has yet to conclusively 
prove any deleterious effects. 

We do know, however, that 
television successfully encourages 
young viewers to crave and con¬ 
sume all sorts of unhealthy 
“foods,” from SugarPops to 
PopRocks, which are relentlessly 
hawked during children’s shows. 
“Concerned” parents and politi¬ 
cians are preoccupied with “pro¬ 
tecting” children from lesbian 
kisses, when the real threat is Her- 
shey. Yet neither Congress nor the 
president is clamoring for comput¬ 
er chips that would block out com¬ 
mercials. 

In addition to “blocking” sex 
on television, the telecommunica¬ 
tions act also criminalizes “inde¬ 
cency” on the Internet. Undoubt¬ 
edly, the legislation will further 
chill an already icy “Information 
Superhighway.” Lesbian and gay 
youth may suffer most from the 
creeping frost; for many, the Inter¬ 
net has become a literal lifeline of 
information and support. 

Citing the media’s failure to 
explore (let alone expose) much of 
the hype, a number of other orga¬ 
nizations have called for better 
press coverage. The National 
Coalition Against Censorship 
(NCAC) warns that “Self-styled 
‘decency’ groups are now power¬ 
ful players in lobbying Congress 
for Internet censorship, and are 
being characterized as moderate in 
mainstream media.” Fairness & 
Accuracy In Reporting (F.A.I.R.), 
a national news-media watchdog, 
has specifically encouraged the 
mainstream press to investigate 
and report on widespread claims 
that the telecommunications act 
will encourage marketplace com¬ 
petition and expand the range of 
consumer choice. According to 
F.A.I.R., “a more accurate de¬ 
scription would be that it will en¬ 
courage monopolies. ... Issues of 
how we can create access for 
other, noncommercial voices, 
have not been addressed, since 
such voices played such a small 
role in writing this bill.” 

It is especially vital that the 
mainstream media do not “drop 
the ball” on this story now. Al¬ 
though the legislation has already 
passed - and the court cases might 
be a way off - there are still urgent 
stories to be told today. Investiga¬ 
tive reporters, columnists and beat 
journalists can bring much-needed 
attention to the ongoing impact 
this new legislation will have on 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender media consumers (e.g., the 
deleterious consequences for gay 
youth).

Making a Federal 
Case of It 

“The fight isn’t over yet,” says 
Shabbir Safdar, spokesperson for 
the Voters Telecommunications . 
Watch (VTW). Several organiza¬ 
tions, including the ACLU, have 
vowed to mount court challenges 
to the constitutionality of new In¬ 
ternet “indecency” regulations 
[see “An Obscene Act," above]. 
“I can’t say I’ve ever seen so 
many people falling all over each 
other to become plaintiffs,” Safdar 
said. “I’ve already spoken to three 
reporters this week who have 
committed to writing stories that 
violate the law.” 

The act defines indecency as 
“any comment, request, sugges¬ 
tion, proposal, image or other 
communications, that, in context, 
depicts or describes, in terms 
patently offensive as measured by 
contemporary community stan¬ 
dards, sexual or excretory activi¬ 
ties or organs.” Critics expect that 
such an over-broad definition will 
criminalize vast areas of cyber¬ 
space. In what Cowles/SIMBA 
Media Daily described as “a 
quick search on the Internet for 
the “F’-word, for example, the 
media company “turned up more 
than 20,000 World Wide Web 
pages containing references that 
apparently would be illegal, rang¬ 
ing from passionate poetry to 
churlish diatribes.” ( Cowles/ 
SIMBA Media Daily, Feb. 2) 

Ron Buckmire’s seminal cy¬ 
bersite, the “Queer Resources Di¬ 
rectory” (QRD), is one of twenty 
or so plaintiffs that have joined the 
ACLU’s suit against the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment. Another plaintiff is Wild¬ 
cat Press, the personal publishing 
imprint of ground-breaking author 
Patricia Nell Warren {The Front 
Runner, Harlan’s Race). 

“We at Wildcat have decided to 
bare our claws and fight this dead¬ 
ly legislation,” said Warren, who 
is also the editor and consultant 
for YouthArts, an online zine for 
young lesbians and gays. “Some 
of our publishees are under 18,” 
Warren observed. “These young 
people might be prosecuted by the 
Justice Department for their hon¬ 
est, heartfelt, sometimes frank, but 
always artistically compelling 
statements.” 

The Department of Justice is 
tasked with enforcing the “decen¬ 
cy” provisions of the telecommu¬ 
nications act. Send comments to:

The American Civil Liberties 
Union and 19 other organizations 
announced they would file a suit 
to block the Internet “indecency” 
provisions of the Communica¬ 
tions Act of 1996 Wednesday, 
February 7, before President Clin¬ 
ton signed the bill. 

The law, among its many pro¬ 
visions, makes the transmission 
of “indecent” or “patently offen¬ 
sive” communication to a minor 
punishable by a fine of $250,000 
and two years in prison. 

Steven Shapiro, national legal 
director for the ACLU, compared 
the 1996 law with the censorship 
imposed by governments 400 
years ago. “This is the new print¬ 
ing press,” he said. 

Shapiro said pornography and 
obscenity on the Internet are al¬ 
ready illegal, and suggested that 
“indecency” is a vague and over¬ 
ly broad standard. 

“It is so vague and uncertain 
that it is impossible for anyone to 
know the line between protected 
and unprotected speech,” Shapiro 
said. 

The indecency standard 
evolved as part of the Federal 
Communications Commission’s 
regulation of radio and television 
broadcasters and was solidified 
when the Supreme Court ruled 
that the FCC could restrict the 
broadcast of George Carlin’s 
comedy routine, “Seven Dirty 
Words,” which, ironically, poked 
fun at the FCC’s heavy-handed 
censorship of TV. 

The “indecent” standard has 
never been applied to printed 
works, which are subject to a 
more narrowly defined “obsceni¬ 
ty” standard, or to private conver¬ 
sations. 

The indecency standard, un¬ 
like obscenity, does not require 
the courts to look at a work as a 
whole - nor does it provide ex¬ 
emptions for works with artistic, 
literary, scientific, or educational 
value. 

The bill “is the cyberspace 
equivalent of padlocking our li¬ 
braries, shutting down printing 
presses and burning books,” said 
Audrie Krause, executive director 
of Computer Professionals for So¬ 
cial Responsibility. 

“By passing this legislation. 


Congress has misunderstood a 
promising new medium and has, 
once again, turned its back on the 
First Amendment,” said ACLU 
Executive Director Ira Glasser. 

Politics over Medicine 

The Communications Act also 
specifically prohibits anyone 
from disseminating information 
over computer networks on how 
to obtain or provide an abortion. 

“This bill is hazardous to 
America’s health,” said Roger 
Evans of Planned Parenthood of 
America, which will join the suit. 
“This could return America to the 
days when medical information is 
censored for political purposes.” 

A coalition of women’s health¬ 
care providers and advocates filed 
suit Wednesday in U.S. District 
Court in Brooklyn against the 
abortion language in the bill. 

“Individual violators would 
face up to $250,000 in fines 
and/or five years in prison for a 
first offense; fines would be dou¬ 
bled for organizations,” the New 
York-based Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Law and Policy said in a 
statement. 

Other groups joining the 
ACLU suit said the law could pre¬ 
vent them from distributing vital 
educational information on such 
topics as AIDS prevention, 
human rights abuses, and even ef¬ 
forts to fight censorship. 

Dinah Pokempner of Human 
Rights Watch said the law would 
stifle her group’s efforts to publi¬ 
cize rights abuses around the 
world, which often involve sexual 
abuse, torture, and rape. 

Kiyoshi Kuromiya of the Crit¬ 
ical Path AIDS Project in 
Philadelphia said the legislation 
could doom thousands of 
teenagers by banning sexually ex¬ 
plicit information about how to 
avoid HIV. 

Even the Court’s Illegal 

Glasser said the ACLU was 
joining the suit not only as the 
lead counsel but as a plaintiff as 
well, arguing that the bill would 
outlaw information about censor¬ 
ship available on the ACLU’s 
electronic bulletin board. 

“The Supreme Court ... itself 
may be criminally liable” because 
it makes its decisions on pornog¬ 
raphy available over the Internet, 


Jeff Getty Doing Well, 
Even Without Cell Grafting

Jeff Getty, the East Bay PWA 
who underwent a transplant of ba¬ 
boon bone marrow cells Decem¬ 
ber 14, has announced that the de¬ 
sired “grafting” of the cells has 
not occurred as hoped. Even so, 
he said, he is feeling well and his 
T-cell count has risen five-fold. 

Transplant surgeon Dr. 
Suzanne Ildstad from the Univer¬ 
sity of Pittsburgh, who worked 
with Dr. Steven Deeks on the pro¬ 
cedure at San Francisco General 
Hospital, said that she and her 
colleagues want to try the proce¬ 
dure again later this year, with 
modifications. The research team 
will try a different system of radi¬ 
ation and drugs next time, she 


said, to prepare the patient and 
“make room” for the transplanted 
cells. 

Ildstad told the annual meeting 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science on 
Saturday that she and other re¬ 
searchers are still studying 
whether it was the pre-transplant 
treatments that provided the un¬ 
expected bonus to Getty. 

She also said she “felt really 
badly” about a flurry of news sto¬ 
ries last week, many of which re¬ 
ported that Getty’s treatment 
failed. 

“I was disappointed that the f- 
word was used,” she said, pre¬ 
sumably referring to the word 
“failure.” ▼ 


Shapiro said. 

Glasser said the bill has al¬ 
ready had a chilling effect, as on¬ 
line service providers engage in 
self-censorship about what kinds 
of information they will allow to 
be posted. 

Even though the bill treats on¬ 
line providers as common carriers 
and exempts them from liability 
for what others transmit over their 
service, Glasser said many com¬ 
panies would simply play it safe 
and would censor anything ques¬ 
tionable. 

David Sobel of the Electronic 
Privacy Information Center said 
the bill would require information 
providers to obtain and keep 
records on the identity and age of 
all recipients of material that 
might be deemed inappropriate 
for children. 

Other organizations that will 
join the suit include the Electron¬ 
ic Frontier Foundation, the Na¬ 
tional Writers Union, the Queer 
Resources Center, Clarinet, the 
Journalism Education Associa¬ 
tion, and Stop Prisoner Rape. 

Other organizations are con¬ 
sidering separate suits, according 
to Betty Turock, president of the 
American Library Association. 

“Nothing less than the future 
of free expression in the United 
States is at stake here,” Glasser 
said.

He Left His Heart ... 

Originally a Pittsburg, Kansas 
native, Goodwyn said he has had a 
fondness for San Francisco ever 
since he had a life-changing visit 
here during a winter break from 
college. 

After his visit, Goodwyn told 
the B.A.R ., he returned home, 
came out to his family, saved up 
his cash - and moved back to San 
Francisco.

ner that there were illicit drugs on 
the premises. 

“He said I was trying to hide it. 
Give me a break. His doctor at 
San Francisco General, Dr. Dan 
Llodarcyzk, signed a letter saying 
he would prescribe Daniel pot if 
he could,” Battipaglia said. 

After a series of phone calls 
between Battipaglia and the Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s Office, the dispo¬ 
sition of Bonner’s remains was re¬ 
solved in Battipaglia’s favor, and 
he eventually called a mortuary to 
come pick up Bonner’s corpse. 

According to Administrative 
Coroner Herb Hawley, the coro¬ 
ner became involved because 
Bonner’s death was reported as an 
indigent death by Visiting Nurses. 
Investigators looked through Bon¬ 
ner’s personal property, as re¬ 
quired, to determine if there is any 
estate, to identify and protect 
valuable papers and to identify a 
possible next of kin. 

Hawley said that Battipaglia 
became upset during the process, 
and only while it was underway 
identified himself as holding the 
durable power of attorney. 

“He didn’t understand what 
was involved in an indigent death, 
and when he found out what was 
involved he wanted to make the 
arrangements,” Hawley said. 

Bonner’s remains were quickly 
released to Battipaglia for disposi¬ 
tion from the custody of the coun¬ 
ty, Hawley told the B.A.R. 

Hawley also said drugs in the 
personal property of a decedent 
can create snafus for the medical 
examiner - whether a person has 
durable power of attorney or not. 

“We should be advised of what 
the situation is when drugs are in¬ 
volved. There’s a vast difference 
between a little marijuana and a 
little heroin,” he said. 

According to Hawley, state and 
local statutes require county Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s offices to examine 
and investigate deaths whenever it 
appears that drug and substance 
abuse may have been involved. 

“We need to be aware of what 
the circumstances are,” Hawley 
said. Y 


He has already become in¬ 
volved in such issues as the devel¬ 
opment of a business plan for the 
proposed gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity center, and has attended a 
meeting of the HIV Planning 
Council.

Medical Examiner’s office and in¬ 
formed them that an indigent 
death had occurred, and an inves¬ 
tigator was dispatched. 

‘I Felt Like Vomiting’ 

Upon entering the roomd, the 
coroner’s investigator asked Batti¬ 
paglia if there were any prescrip¬ 
tion drugs in the house. Batti¬ 
paglia turned over a revolving tray 
with an assortment of medications 
including a small amount of mari¬ 
juana - six or seven small roaches 
- plainly visible in the tray. 

The coroner’s investigator said 
nothing about the pot, according 
to Battipaglia. “He said he was 
going to have to search Daniel’s 
room to make sure there was noth¬ 
ing of value that could be used to 
pay for his cremation.” 

Battipaglia said he watched in 
growing horror as the investigator 
began going through Bonner’s 
personal papers and possessions 
trying to determine whether there 
were any valuables to pay for the 
costs of cremation. 

“He looked through drawers 
and closets, through personal pa¬ 
pers, even under the bed,” Batti¬ 
paglia told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“This was a travesty - I felt 
like vomiting. I kept Daniel at 
home so he could have a little dig¬ 
nity in his death,” he said. “I was 
totally shocked and disgusted.” 

Battipaglia said that he grew so 
upset with the way the coroner’s 
office was going about its work 
that he decided that he would pay 
for the burial himself. But when 
he told the investigator he could 
go, he found that he couldn’t. 

“He said that I had tried to hide 
the pot and even if we wanted to 
pay for the cremation, that Daniel’s 
body would now have to be taken 
to the morgue because he found il¬ 
licit drugs,” Battipaglia said. 

According to Battipaglia, the 
coroner’s office also “threatened 
to report” a Visiting Hospice 
Nurse for failing to tell the coro-

San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown announced Wednesday, 
February 7 that Dean Goodwyn 
has been named as his official liai¬ 
son to the lesbian/gay community. 

Goodwyn, 32, a San Francisco 
resident for nine years, is the co¬ 
founder of the national gay frater¬ 
nity Delta Lambda Phi. He was 
active in gay/lesbian and bisexual 
politics at San Francisco State 
University, and in Supervisor Car¬ 
ole Migden’s successful re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. He has also served 
on the executive board of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club. 

Goodwyn was also field orga¬ 
nizer during Brown’s mayoral 
election effort. 

“Dean has my full confidence 
as my representative to the les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual communi¬ 
ty,” Brown said in a press state¬ 
ment. 

“Not only is he a hardworking 
and intelligent person, but he is a 
perfect example of who I want 
working in my administration. He 
keeps the concerns of his commu¬ 
nity in focus, without losing sight 
of the larger good for the city as a 
whole.” 

Goodwyn told the Bay Area 
Reporter he is excited about the 
responsibilities of the post 

“I’m very excited. I think it’s 
going to be a real challenge,” 
Goodwyn said. “The lesbian and 
gay community is very diverse 
and many-faceted, with a lot of 
different issues and concerns.” 

Goodwyn says that it’s impor¬ 
tant that the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity understand that Brown 
takes their concerns seriously. 
“I’m accessible,” he said. 
“Mayor’s Brown wants the office 
to be accessible and responsive to 
the needs of the community.” 

Goodwyn told the B.A.R. he’s 
spending a lot of time attending 
meetings and getting oriented to 
the position - and trying to keep his 
finger on the community’s pulse.

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Too Many Cooks Won't Spoil This Supe: 

Migden Seeks Volunteers To 
Help Her (and Constituents)

I f you ever wanted to know 
how things get done behind 
the scenes at City Hall, 
there’s a way to find out: at 
least one member of the board of 
supervisors is looking for volun¬ 
teers to .work a minimum of two 
hours per week. 

San Francisco resident Dave 
Lara volunteers up to three full 
days per week, working with Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden and her 
staff on a variety of issues involv¬ 
ing both straight and gay residents 
of San Francisco. 

Lara said that he began volun¬ 
teering on Migden’s 1984 supervi¬ 
sorial campaign because he had a 
lot of time on his hands. “I had the 
time and I wanted to do something 
that would have an impact on the 
community,” he told the B.A.R. He 
became a volunteer aide after 
Migden became a supervisor, and 
said that he will work in her San 
Francisco office when she leaves 
for Sacramento to assume her 
State Assembly post. 

He said the work is something 
he would recommend to anyone 
interested in local government. 
“You hear about bits and pieces of 
legislation, and you get calls from 
constituents and you have to real¬ 
ly listen,” Lara commented. “You 
hear points of view that are differ¬ 
ent from your own, and that obvi¬ 
ously is valuable because you see

what politicians have to go 
through.” 

He stressed that Migden’s staff 
is there to serve the entire commu¬ 
nity, not just gays and lesbians, 
but because of our sheer numbers 
here in the city and Migden’s high 
visibility as an out lesbian super¬ 
visor, many of the city’s gay peo¬ 
ple turn to her for assistance. Of 


course, not all the help they re¬ 
quest is related to their sexuality at 
all. 

“I got a call from a lesbian cou¬ 
ple who had just bought a house 
and were having trouble getting 
the city tax assessor’s office to as¬ 
sess it at a lower value” that more 
accurately reflected its worth, he 
told the B.A.R. “They were going 


to have to come up with big bucks. 

“So one of the things you learn 
is that you call the different city 
departments,” he said. “You pose 
the problem and then press them 
to come up with a solution. 

“About 50 percent of the time 
I’m able to find one.” 

Working on behalf of the two 
women, for example, Lara got the 
office to negotiate a lower assess¬ 
ment of their home’s value. 

In another housing matter, an 
elderly heterosexual woman 
called when she was about to lose 
her housing and had nowhere to 
turn. Lara said that several phone 
calls later, they found the woman 
a new place to live. 

Migden aide Melissa Barker 
told the B.A.R. that all internship 
positions are volunteer, but stu¬ 
dents may arrange for college 
credit through their schools. No 
experience is required, although a 
sense of humor, the ability to work 
on several tasks at once, and 
phone skills are traits that office 
volunteers should possess. 

Tasks typically include work¬ 
ing with constituent concerns; re¬ 
searching legislative issues; moni¬ 
toring current events and issues; 
and preparing legislative materi¬ 
als, constituent correspondence 
and press materials. ▼

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SFGH’s Sojourn: 

A Spiritual Presence for PWAs 

'Be it Christian, Buddhist, Hindu, Islam, or Whatever'

S ojourn, a multi-faith all¬ 
volunteer group of chap¬ 
lains at San Francisco 
General Hospital, has 
been the predominant source of 
emotional support to PWAs there 
since budget cuts led to the Shanti 
Project’s withdrawal. Even so, the 
workings of Sojourn are mostly 
unknown to the gay community. 

According to Episcopal Father 
Timothy Greene, who has been the 
group’s director since 1990, So¬ 
journ was started by Augie O’Con¬ 
ner with five or six gay men who 
visited patients with AIDS at SFGH 
in the early 1980s. From 1985 
through 1990 it was developed into 
a chaplain program by Connie 
Hartquist, and the group extended 
its services to the entire hospital, in 
addition to having a special pro¬ 
gram dedicated to PWAs. 

“We recruit chaplains of all 
faiths and traditions,” Greene told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “We visit 
patients and listen to their stories. 
Volunteers are trained two hours a 
week for four to six weeks, after 
which they come once a week to 
spend an afternoon visiting patients. 

“When you walk in with a 
chaplain’s badge you represent all 
the experience that that person 
ever had with God, their church, or 
their own faith tradition,” Greene 
said, adding that Sojourn ministers 
do not try to bring God or religion 
to their patients. “We’re looking to 
see where God is already present 
in that person and to honor that 
person’s experience - be it Christ¬ 
ian, Buddhist, Hindu, Islam or 
whatever religious group they used 
to belong to. 

“We are here to receive,” he 
said. “Lots of times people have 
had differences with their church, 
some have even been kicked out.” 


He describes his ministry as a 
ministry of presence, saying, 
“Most of the [hospital] staff here 
have a lot to do; chaplains are free 
to spend time with patients.” 

That’s enough for SFGH pa¬ 
tient Chris Alexander, who spoke 
with the B.A.R. from his bed, 
where he lay with a pin through 
his broken leg, attached to a 20- 
pound weight that pulls therapeu¬ 
tically - if inconveniently - on his 
pelvic bone. The young blond In¬ 
diana native said he has a deep ap¬ 
preciation for his Sojourn chap¬ 
lain, Martha. 

“Martha comes up here all the 
time to talk to me,” he said, smil¬ 
ing. “She’s like a friend to me, she 
just talks.” 

‘She Feels the Way I Do’ 

Alexander said he came to San 
Francisco “because I wanted to 
find some sort of acceptance with 
other young gay HIV-positive 
people. I was always made fun of 
for being gay and that affected 
how I dealt with anybody.” 

Now, he said, Martha “just 
feels the way I do: that people 
should just be accepted for who 
they are. She showed me that 
somebody cared, when nobody 
else did. 

“We talked yesterday about 
gay people - because I used to 
beat myself up for being gay for 
so long because I thought it was 
wrong,” he said, adding that he 
now sees himself as a normal per¬ 
son who happens to be gay and 
HIV-positive. 

“The chaplains came here 
more than my family did in the 
first two weeks,” patient Carlos 
Nieves told the B.A.R. He said the 
chaplains give him moral support 
and pray with him, and grinned, 
“It’s nice knowing that someone is 
coming to visit. 


“Sometimes I have to make 
important decisions,” he said, 
“and it’s good to have someone to 
talk to.” Having been in the hospi¬ 
tal for 21 days, Nieves said the 
service of the hospital is both pro¬ 
fessional and compassionate. 

Chaplain Kay Landers is a the¬ 
ology intern with Sojourn and vol¬ 
unteers in the emergency room. 
“I’m here to be available for peo¬ 
ple in crises - to be a spiritual 
presence.” She said she sits with 
family members and sometimes 
acts as a liaison between patients, 
their families, and medical staff. 
She is aware that she sometimes 
must be sensitive to tensions that 
may arrive in other cultures’ re¬ 
sponses to AIDS and hence tries to 
expand their understanding - 
“This is an illness, these are peo¬ 
ple we love,” she said. 

Landers said that she has met 
very few true atheists during the 
three years she has been a chap¬ 
lain. “Oftentimes people confuse 
their faith in God with what orga¬ 
nized religion has done. 

“Even if you don’t agree with 
the patient and what’s going on in 
their life, we still want to be pre¬ 
sent and hear their story and have 
empathy for them,” said chaplain 
Joyce Huston. “[Sojourn] allows 
them to share first of all who they 
are, and it allows them to feel that 
someone cares enough to listen.” 

How You Can Help 

“We are not paid by the hospi¬ 
tal to be here,” Greene said, so the 
Sojourn program is run fully on 
donations. 

The gay community’s first 
fundraiser for the organization, 
entitled “Brothers and Sisters in 
Harmony,” will be held next Sat¬ 


urday, February 24 from 8-11 p.m. 
at the San Francisco Eagle, locat¬ 
ed at 12th Street and Harrison 
Street. According to 12-year vet¬ 
eran volunteer organizer Alan 
Selby, it isn’t an event anyone can 
afford to miss. 

For starters, he promised, the 
$5 donation buys a “sumptuous” 
buffet, which is being organized 
by the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, and an additional $5 gets 
the beer bust - all the beer you can 
drink for three hours on a Satur¬ 
day night. “On this occasion there 
will be priests in their collars 
pouring beer,” Selby assures. “I 
mean it’s going to be fabulous!” 

There will also be an auction of 
such items as a 25-inch color TV, 
a Grundig reel-to-reel tape 
recorder, an electronic rotisserie 
barbecue, a one-hour massage 
“from Kimo - a very talented 
Hawaiian masseur,” dinner with 
Rita Rocket and various bare¬ 
chested calendar men, and “lots of 
other goodies.” Empress XXX 
Donna Sachet will also be co-auc- 
tioning with Leather Daddy XIII 
Cornelius Conboy and co-emcee- 
ing with Wesley Ballard. 

“I really would like this to be 
very successful because I would 
like the whole community, male 
and female, to show their appreci¬ 
ation of the wonderful work these 
multi-faith and totally non-judg- 
mental chaplains have given,” 
Selby told the B.A.R. “For the love 
and emotional support that they, 
have given to our brothers and sis¬ 
ters with AIDS in their time of 
need, I want them to get the recog¬ 
nition they really deserve.” 

“This is not a leather event,” he 
added. “Come dressed in whatev¬ 
er attire you feel like.” ▼

Clinton Signs 1996 
Defense Bill with Regrets

The provision in the 1996 De¬ 
fense Reauthorization Act that re¬ 
quires all HIV-positive U.S. mili¬ 
tary servicemembers be dis¬ 
charged within six months “is the 
most damaging piece of legisla¬ 
tion in the history of the epidem¬ 
ic,” charges Mark Barnes, execu¬ 
tive director of the AIDS Action 
Council. 

It is the first federal legislation 
to discriminate against American 
citizens on the basis of HIV sta¬ 
tus. 

“Mr. President,” Barnes wrote 
in a letter before Clinton signed 
the bill Saturday, February 10, 
“Despite earlier announcements 
of your intention to sign the bill, it 
is not too late to act responsibly 
on this issue: Veto the bill!” 

President Clinton had cited 
this provision, put forward by 
California GOP Representative 
Robert Doman, as one of the six 
reasons why he vetoed a similar 
bill in December. 

“Don’t pander to us about an 
anti-AIDS provision and put it on 
the veto message list if that does¬ 
n’t really mean you are genuinely 
opposed to it,” says Christine Lu- 
binski, also with AIDS Action. 
“We need to hold the administra¬ 
tion accountable. It is not enough 
to put us in a veto message that is 
ultimately meaningless.” 

She believes harsh criticism of 
the provision by conservative 
columnists George Will and 
Charles Krauthammer has provid¬ 


ed “substantial coverage on the 
right to take a principled stand 
against this provision.” 

Jane Silver, public policy liai¬ 
son with the American Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS Research (AmFAR) 
calls the provision “uncon¬ 
scionable, blatant discrimina¬ 
tion,” and added, “Politics should 
not take priority over public 
health.” 

Alexander Robinson is equally 
outraged. He lobbies on AIDS for 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU); co-chairs NORA, 
the coalition of national groups 
lobbying on AIDS; and is a mem¬ 
ber of the Presidential Advisory 
Council on HIV/AIDS. “It isn’t 
about making a promise for some¬ 
thing they can’t guarantee,” he 
said. “The one thing the adminis¬ 
tration could do for sure to ex¬ 
press its opposition is to have the 
president veto the bill.” 

ACT UP’s Steve Michael, who 
is challenging Clinton in the New 
Hampshire primary, says, “We 
have a division within the com¬ 
munity, and it is dividing right 
along the line of HIV.” 

HRC: No Amount of 
Screaming ... 

The Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), the nation’s largest gay 
political organization, has made a 
“political judgment” to focus its 
energies on a legislative remedy 
and not on pressuring the Presi¬ 
dent to veto the bill. 

“If we thought attacking the 
administration for agreeing to 


sign the bill had even the slightest 
chance of producing a veto, we 
would do it,” wrote its communi¬ 
cations director David Smith in an 
online posting. “No amount of 
screaming, or yet another ‘Clin- 
ton-screws-gay-community’ out¬ 
cry would produce a veto. 

“We started out calling for a 
veto, and refocused our forces on 
the legislative solution when it 
became clear that it was our best, 
and only, chance for eradicating 
the HIV ban.” 

Robinson disagrees. “How can 
you say that? As an advocate for 
people with AIDS, how do you 
determine that you are going to 
abandon calling for a veto up until 
the last minute?” He noted that he 
has been in contact with several 
members of the Advisory Council 
who have urged the President to 
veto the bill. 

Lubinski argues, “We have got 
to focus on him [Clinton] vetoing 
the bill because that is where we 
are. ...It is not a principled posi¬ 
tion for us to just act like crazy 
Bob Doman shoved this down our 
throats, he had some help with 
this.” 

For Smith, “The easy road - 
the course of least resistance for 
HRC - would have been to focus 
our fire on Clinton. That would 
have produced nothing except for 
Dornan and his allies having es¬ 
caped what is turning out to be a 
major public embarrassment for 
Republican leaders.”

GOP Candidates Pledge 
Against Same-Sex Marriage

Three Republican presidential 
contenders at a Sunday, February 
10 rally in Iowa signed written 
pledges that, if elected, they would 
ban same-sex marriages. Three 
other candidates, who were not at 
the meeting, have also expressed 
their support for the pledge. 

With several thousand conser¬ 
vative Christians watching - and 
several hundred protesters lining 
the street outside - Texas Senator 
Phil Gramm, commentator Pat 
Buchanan, and talk show host 
Alan Keyes each signed the 
pledge vowing not to legalize 
same-sex unions. Gramm has 
since dropped out of the race. 

Three other contenders, Kansas 
Senator Bob Dole, former Tennessee 
governor Lamar Alexander, and 
publisher Steve Forbes sent letters 


against gay and lesbian marriages. 

The issue has gained promi¬ 
nence in recent weeks as a Hawaii 
court considers a discrimination 
suit filed by a gay couple seeking 
to marry. Anti-gay activists say a 
decision forcing gender-neutral 
marriage laws could open the door 
to gay couples who marry in 
Hawaii and seek to have the union 
honored in their home states. 

Keyes told the audience at the 
rally that accepting same-sex mar¬ 
riages will ultimately destroy soci¬ 
etal values. Buchanan also lashed 
out, calling the concept “just 
wrong.” 

“I don’t believe in persecuting 
anybody,” said the conservative 
commentator who describes his 
fight against gay rights as a holy 
war. “I don’t believe in harassing 
anybody. 

“But you can’t do that. To put

that kind of relationship on the 
same level as traditional marriages 
is to make a moral equivalence of 
the two. 

“That is a moral lie,” 
Buchanan said. ▼

port noted that they “were instru¬ 
mental in getting Ryan White 
reauthorization passed on a sus¬ 
pended calendar.” 

The report spoke to a Republi¬ 
can Party which “has allowed its 
hostile elements too much air 
time.” The challenge of 1996 and 
beyond is whether it “allow [s] the 
few hostile members [to] take 
center stage on gay issues as they 
come up, or reign them in.” 

It criticized “misleading rating 
systems developed by other gay 


and lesbian organizations” for in¬ 
cluding “liberal,” non-gay specific 
issues such as abortion and fund¬ 
ing for the arts, “which skew the 
results against Republicans.” 

The unnamed party is the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
which has traditionally issued 
Congressional ratings at the end 
of each year. HRC has decided not 
to do that this year, but is waiting 
until closer to the November elec¬ 
tions to put out their ratings for the 
entire session, according to politi¬ 
cal director Daniel Zingale. 

Its analysis of voting patterns 
emphasized geography as much as 
it did party lines. Gay issues tend 


to find more support from both 
Republicans and Democrats in the 
northeast and less in the south, 
more in urban districts and less in 
rural ones. 

“Gay politics has been based 
almost entirely in urban areas on 
the east and west coasts,” the Log 
Cabin report said, which it called 
one of “the failures of gay politi¬ 
cal strategic thinking to date.” T

Last Minute Concerns Slow Procedure 

Activism Gets Drug 
Through to SF 
Breast Cancer Patient

Bay Area breast cancer ac¬ 
tivism scored a victory Monday, 
February 12, when San Francisco 
resident Margi Stuart overcame 
last-minute hurdles to became one 
of the country’s first late-stage 
breast cancer patients to receive 
an infusion of the experimental 
drug Her2/neu. 

About ten percent of a group of 
women who were unresponsive to 
any other kinds of treatment 
showed some signs of improve¬ 
ment with Her2/neu, made by the 
South San Francisco pharmaceuti¬ 
cal firm Genentech, according to 
Brenda Lein, Director, Informa¬ 
tion and Advocacy Department of 
Project Inform. 

Activists with Breast Cancer 
Action and ACT UP/Golden Gate 
pressed and got the FDA to ap¬ 
prove Her2/neu for compassionate 
access clinical trials, which are 
now getting underway. 

“Genentech is the first victory 
for breast cancer activism,” said 
Lein. 

Before Stuart underwent her 
treatment, at the Outpatient Infu¬ 
sion Center at Mount Zion Med¬ 
ical Center of UCSF, she had 
sought the drug since November 
1994. Even late last week she was-

n’t sure if the administrative hur¬ 
dles at Genentech would claim her 
life before the cancer did, she said. 

After activists and her physi¬ 
cian, Dr. Debu Tripathy, had got¬ 
ten Stuart selected and had waded 
through the standard drug protocol 
processing, additional delays 
turned optimism into skepticism. 

Last Thursday she was in¬ 


formed that she would need to go 
through a lottery, followed by an¬ 
other delay because of concerns 
about a slight change in her brain 
tumor. She told the B.A.R. last 
week, “The latest roadblock to my 
getting the antibody - and I have 
had a roadblock over and over and 
over again - is whether or not 
Genentech is going to approve 
me, because I’ve had a brain 
tumor that has changed just slight¬ 
ly over the past six months.” 

Stuart’s prognosis is not 
known, but at presstime she was 
resting comfortably. 

Getting the word cut about 
Her2/neu clinical trials and other 
treatments to those living with a 
breast cancer diagnosis is an 
equally great challenge to the 
breast cancer activism community, 
said Lein. “Breast cancer activists 
have the AIDS activists’ butts 
kicked,” where lobbying Congress 
is concerned. But, she acknowl¬ 
edged, cancer activists are years 
behind in the kind of publicity out¬ 
lets for open clinical trials and 
other news about pharmaceutical 
updates - and even the extent to 
which breast cancer is an epidemic 
in the lesbian community. 

“AIDS treatment activists 
know how to make news,” she 
said. V

Planned 
Parenthood’s 
Unplanned 
Budget Hike

P lanned Parenthood of Cal¬ 
ifornia’s Executive Direc¬ 
tor and Sacramento lob¬ 
byist Kathy Kneer said 
that she is pinching herself to 
make sure she still lives in Pete 
Wilson’s California. The Republi¬ 
can governor recently submitted a 
budget that would increase the fi¬ 
nancing and eligibility of family 
planning services in the state by 
$20 million. Many doctor visits 
for low-income or uninsured 
women - straight, bisexual, or les¬ 
bian - that are unrelated to birth 
control are handled under the 
rubric of Office of Family Plan¬ 
ning funding services at clinics 
throughout the state. 

The $46 million earmarked 
during last year’s Office of Fami¬ 
ly Planning budget would pay for 
a categorical family planning pro¬ 
gram, she said, and $20 million 
would be added as part of the 
state’s Medicaid Program. Last 
year, a Republican-backed mea¬ 
sure nearly decreased that office’s 
budget by 60 percent, Kneer told 
the B.A.R. The same surgical 
strike was attempted at the Con¬ 
gressional level as well. 

‘This is everything we’ve been 
asking for for two years,” she said. 

Kneer noted that if approved, 
this would add 525,000 women to 
those eligible for services. 

Moreover, the move will free 
up the state’s Office of Family 
Planning to spend more time set¬ 
ting policies and standards. 

Speier Speaks to OWLs 

Healthcare options will be one 
of the topics covered on February 
16, 17, and 18 during the Older 
Women’s League’s (OWL) na¬ 
tional conference here in San 
Francisco. California Assembly- 
member Jackie Speier will be the 
keynote speaker. Other topics will 
include the impact of women on 
elections during 1996, financial 
empowerment and more. 

Donalie Fitzgerald Schumaker 
told the B.A.R. that the approxi¬ 
mately 150 Northern California 
members are activists who hold no 
special allegiance to any particular 
political party. They are organiz¬ 
ing to stop the proposed $270 bil¬ 
lion in cuts in Medicare and Med¬ 
icaid by Congress, and to stimu¬ 
late a debate on the nationwide 
trend towards “sub-acute care,” 
where nursing homes charge up to

$2,000 per day from patients 
whose insurance companies 
forced their discharge from hospi¬ 
tals. The problem, Schumaker 
said, is that trained nurses aren’t 
assigned to the nursing homes. 

OWL was started 16 years ago 
in 1980 by Des Moines, Iowa res¬ 
ident Tish Sommers right before 
the first White House Conference 
on Aging in 1981.

Now the bad news... 

A federal grand jury is expected 
to decide against pro-choice fac¬ 
tions when they disband at the end 
of March, and announce that no ev¬ 
idence of a nationwide conspiracy 
of anti-abortion violence exists, the 
January 26 issue of Planned Par¬ 
enthood Action Letter reported. 

A U.S. Justice Department in¬ 
vestigation into the links between 
anti-abortion groups and individ¬ 
ual acts of violence will continue, 
a Justice official told the Washing¬ 
ton Post in a January 25 article. 
However, an unnamed Justice De¬ 
partment source was also quoted in 
the Post as saying, “The national 
conspiracy only exists in the minds 
of people who have a political in¬ 
terest in keeping this thing going.” 

Planned Parenthood Federa¬

After moving to SF Terrel got a job that any homosexual prone to 
wearing silk shirts and leather pants might get: dispatching for the Fire 
Department. He took the razzing in stride. 

In the early 80 s Terrel took the first practical support training with 
the Shanti Project and became one of its first volunteers to shop, clean 
and cook for the project's clients dealing with AIDS/HIV issues. 

Terrel will always be remembered for his work at the front desk on 
Ward 86 at General Hospital from the very earliest days of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. He kept a tight ship and his presence is still felt by those who 
worked with him. Probably by those who didn’t too. 

In the last few years Terrel was a volunteer with Project Open Hand. 
Many will remember his tireless dedication to the Saturday Morning 
Food Drive when his bald head always managed to offer a smile as he 
asked you to spare a box of cereal or can of soup for someone with AIDS. 
The following was found on a scrap of paper in Terrel’s kitchen drawer: 

Have courage for the great sorrows of life and patience for 
the small ones; and when you have laboriously accomplished 
your daily task, go to sleep in peace.

Tresini Dies at 69

Mike Tresini, once affectionate¬ 
ly known as “Madame T. Tetrazzi¬ 
ni” to the patrons of the Black Cat, 
the Fickle Fox, and other historic 
San Francisco gay community in¬ 
stitutions, has died of heart disease 
and diabetes at the age of 69. 

Tresini succumbed to the ef¬ 
fects of chronic ill health at St. 
Luke’s Hospital in the Mission 
District on January 13, three days 
after he was admitted to the hospi¬ 
tal suffering from renal failure, 
end-stage cardiomyopathy, and 
complications related to diabetes. 

“Damn it. I knew it when I saw 
your message to call you about 
Madame Tetrazzini,” The Widow 
Norton, Jose Sarria, said upon 
hearing the news. “He hadn’t been 
well for several years.” 

According to Sarria, Tresini 
first appeared on the burgeoning 
San Francisco gay scene in the 
mid-1950s. 

Tresini had just been paroled 
from prison and had landed a job 
at a local hotel, Sarria said - in 
housekeeping. 

“That was our equal employ¬ 
ment opportunity in 1955,” Sarria 
laughed, remembering the first 
time he met Tresini. 

“Someone came up to me and 
said, ‘Oh, Jose, you should see 
who they hired. I ran 15 floors so 
I could be there when the elevator 
opened. There was this absolutely

divine Italian man. My heart was 
all a-flutter,” Sarria said. 

At the time, Sarria ran a board¬ 
ing house on Castro Street, and 
one day Tresini responded to an 
ad for rooms, not realizing that 
Sarria was the landlord of the site. 

“I heard the doorbell ring, and 
there he was again— and I yanked 
him in and he lived with me for 15 
years,” Sarria said. 

Tresini eventually worked as a 
waiter at the Black Cat. 

“He had a good voice. I used 
him in the operas,” Sarria said of 
the infamous bar’s Sunday after¬ 
noon entertainment. 

Tresini later became involved 
in the management of the Fickle 
Fox, a premier Valencia Street bar 
and restaurant in the early 70s. 

Tresini’s association with the 
restaurant and other venues 
earned him the title “The Mayor 
of Valencia Street.” ▼

n a healthcare market that has 
jj become increasingly domi- 
4^ nated by cost considerations, 
■ people with HIV/AIDS find 
themselves receiving a range of 
standards of healthcare - or care¬ 
lessness. Given the evolution and 
advances in therapies, it is diffi¬ 
cult to define an optimal standard 
of care today that patients could 
rely upon for tomorrow 

However, all patients should be 
familiar with basic guidelines for 
care that should be part of any 
treatment plan. 

While the following guidelines 
are not comprehensive, they are 
intended to empower patients to 
look beyond the FDA and CDC 
recommendations, which are too 
frequently the physician’s bible. 
Those guidelines can be danger¬ 
ously restrictive when strictly ad¬ 
hered to by practitioners who are 
not HIV specialists. One need 
only travel a few miles outside of 
SF to find that most people with 
HIV/AIDS are dependent upon 
general practitioners who may 
have been great family doctors, 
but are strangers to the field of 
HIV clinical care. 

What to Ask for in 
Baseline Blood Tests 

Most of us are familiar with a 
standard panel of blood tests 
(CBC) that looks at markers indi¬

eating how well your different or¬ 
gans are functioning and your cur¬ 
rent levels of electrolytes (miner¬ 
als such as magnesium and potas¬ 
sium). What many of us may 
never have had done are some 
basic additional tests to determine 
whether we were exposed to an 
array of pathogens (viruses, para¬ 
sites, bacteria) which often cause 
life-threatening infections at later 
stages of disease. Amongst the 
more common infections that one 
should check for are herpes, toxo¬ 
plasmosis, hepatitis, and CMV. 
Testing positive for antibodies to 
one or more of these pathogens 
does not mean a death sentence. It 
does, however, allow you to get 
appropriate vaccinations and 
choose, to begin preventative ther¬ 
apy. One quick blooddraw could 
be the determining factor in allow¬ 
ing for a prescription of Acyclovir, 
a widely used and rarely toxic 
drug which suppresses herpes, a 
virus that is known to up-regulate 
HIV replication when activated. 

How Often Should You 
Get Your T-Cells Done? 

As of 1993, the general recom¬ 
mendations made by NIH, as re¬ 
ported in the Journal of the Amer¬ 
ican Medical Association, called 
for CD4s to be drawn every 6 to 
12 months if the absolute CD4 
count is >600. What this does not 
take into consideration is the clin¬ 
ical condition of the patient. Even 
at such high CD4 levels, if you 
have thrush (oral candidiasis), oral 
hairy leukoplakia, recurrent vagi¬ 
nal yeast infections, or even 
chronic dermatologic or sinus 
complications, you should be 
monitored more frequently and re¬ 
ferred to the appropriate HIV spe¬ 
cialist: gynecologist, dermatolo¬ 
gist, dentist/stomatologist. 

Thrush, as one example, is a 
“soft” clinical sign that, in patients 
at “earlier” stages of disease, is 
considered indicative of faster dis¬ 
ease progression. This alone may 
influence a patient’s choice, de¬ 
spite narrow FDA recommenda¬ 
tions, to begin combination anti¬ 
retroviral, herbal, or other therapy 
at above 500 CD4 cells. Monitor¬ 
ing CD4s quarterly will also help 
you chart your progression or im¬ 
provement and the effects of your 
chosen intervention more closely. 

If your CD4s are already <600, 
don’t go more than three months 
without seeing a physician. Most 
of us who participated in expand¬ 
ed access programs for 3TC and 
d4T have gotten used to getting 
our CD4s done every one to three 
months. This is good preparation 
in the event that your CD4s drop 
below 100. At this stage you 
should insist on monthly draws. 
Many studies have shown the in¬ 
crease in risk with each drop of 10 
CD4s within this range. Certainly 
we know that the incidence of op¬ 
portunistic infections (CMV re¬ 
tinitis and MAC) increases dra¬ 
matically at both below 50 CD4s, 
and then again below 25 CD4s. So 
don’t be fooled by arguments that 
there is no use measuring T-cells 
once they’ve gone below (or 
above) some arbitrary level. 

How Can You Use 
A Viral Load Test? 

For those of you who still do 
not have access to viral load test¬ 
ing, you are simply going to have 
to be more vocal about this gap in 
diagnostic services. There are in¬ 
numerable ways in which the viral 
load test could serve as an addi¬ 
tional tool. Some other less con¬ 
sidered uses include the follow¬ 
ing: 1) to help establish a pulsing 
schedule for short term and inter¬ 
mittent use of antiretrovirals in pa¬ 


tients who face treatment limita¬ 
tions due to toxicities; 2) to mea¬ 
sure changes in viral burden dur¬ 
ing an active infection, as well as 
response to treatment for these 
HIV-associated infections; 3) to 
assess the effect of non-traditional 
interventions (i,e., meditation, 
acupuncture, Qi Gong); and 4) to 
determine the effect of stopping a 
particular treatment(s) - taking a 
“drug holiday.” The frequency 
with which you utilize viral load 
tests should depend upon your ob¬ 
jective in designing and measur¬ 
ing the effect of a treatment plan. 

Starting HIV Therapy 

If you are waiting for your 
CD4s to drop below 500 in order 
to consider therapy, then you 
should think again. First off, don’t 
restrict yourself to the idea of 
AZT, ddl, protease inhibitors, etc. 
as primary therapy. We have no 
home-run drugs to date. Every¬ 
thing is an adjunct therapy. That 
means it’s never too early to start 
taking vitamins, herbs, practicing 
meditation, seeing a therapist, im¬ 
proving your nutrition. Taking 
care of your general health is the 
first part of treating HIV. Your 
health care plan should cover 
some, if not all of the above. 

At present the FDA has no rec¬ 
ommendations with regards to 
starting antiretroviral drug thera¬ 
py at CD4>500. Your doctor will 
probably be hesitant to prescribe 
the approved drugs at such a stage 
of disease. However, if you feel 
strongly about starting aggressive 
therapy with combinations of 
drugs, then press on. The upper- 
limit of 500 CD4 is a somewhat 
arbitrary setting which was estab¬ 
lished based on the design of early 
studies. Today, one might want to 
at least do a viral load test to help 
determine whether more aggres¬ 
sive therapy is called for. High 
CD4s alone are not a guarantee of 
low viral burden. 

There are other arguments for 
starting antiretrovirals earlier on. 
Today we have a larger arsenal of 
drugs and combinations of thera¬ 
pies. In years gone by, physicians 
were more concerned about ex¬ 
hausting a patient’s options too 
early. Now a patient has the op¬ 
portunity to determine whether, 
s/he can tolerate drug(s) sooner 
rather than later. There is nothing 
magical about the number 500. 
Keep in mind that insurance com¬ 
panies do not see copies of your T- 
cells results. Your doctor’s hands 
are not tied when it comes to ei¬ 
ther prescribing or monitoring 
you on such therapies. The safety 
profiles for approved therapies 
are well defined. Physicians have 
had to prescribe treatments to pa¬ 
tients at stages of disease which 
are other than that for which data 
had been available. You won’t be 
the first patient to demand treat¬ 
ment which doesn’t fit neatly 
within the defined box of ap¬ 
proved therapy. 

The important point here is that 
standard of care must include ex¬ 
perimental therapies and modali¬ 
ties. That means access to com¬ 
passionate use drugs, expanded 
access programs and off-label or 
broadened indication usage. Be¬ 
ware of being told that you aren’t 
sick enough to receive something 
like Nupogen, or you’re too 
healthy to receive something like 
AZT/3TC with a protease. If all of 
us had agreed to wait for neatly 
packaged data, many more of us 
would already be in neatly pack¬ 
aged caskets. Guidelines for stan¬ 
dard of care should assure that the 
least restrictive criteria be avail¬ 
able to you and your physicians in 
managing your health. V

Researchers: 
HIV Rate 
‘Alarming’ in 
Young Gays 

Bay Area, L.A., Miami, and 
Dallas Surveys Combined

A survey of 15- to 22-year-old 
males who have sex with other 
males found one in 14 is infected 
with HIV, federal government 
scientists reported Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 9. 

The researchers, speaking at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science in Baltimore, said 
they were disturbed that 38 per¬ 
cent of the youths interviewed in 
the survey had engaged in unpro¬ 
tected anal sex. 

“The risky behavior is very 
high,” said Linda Valleroy, a epi¬ 
demiologist with the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta. “This is alarming.” 

Preliminary results also esti¬ 
mated the infection rate among 
African-Americans and Hispanics 
who practice unprotected anal sex 
at 11 percent, and at four percent 
in the white population. 

Researchers in the ongoing 
survey interviewed 1,781 young 
men who had sex with males in 
Los Angeles, Alameda, Santa 
Clara, and San Francisco counties 
in California; Dallas County, 
Texas; and Dade County, Florida. 
A survey team is about to begin 
work in Baltimore County, Mary¬ 
land. 


Valleroy said researchers visit¬ 
ed dance clubs, coffee houses, 
and other typical hangouts of 
young men. Subjects were inter¬ 
viewed and blood samples were 
taken on an anonymous basis. The 
youths could get results of blood 
tests through a coded call-in sys¬ 
tem, but no attempt was made by 
surveyors to identify the partici¬ 
pants. 

In the survey, researchers 
found the median figure for infec¬ 
tion with HIV was seven percent, 
Valleroy said, with a range among 
counties from five percent to nine 
percent. 

Valleroy said the statistics she 
reported were difficult to compare 
to other figures of AIDS infection 
incidence, since such surveys 
were not taken in the 1980s as the 
epidemic developed. 

Young men who have sex with 
other men are among the least rep¬ 
resented in surveys of the inci¬ 
dence of AIDS and HIV infec¬ 
tions. 

“The places where the epidem¬ 
ic is raging are the hardest places 
to get information,” she said. 

However, Valleroy said the in¬ 
cidence of infection among disad¬ 
vantaged youth in Jobs Corps pro¬ 
grams is about 0.2 percent - some 
35 times lower than the rate in her 
Young Men’s Survey. T

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Devious or Subtle?

P resident Clinton has 
taken what may appear to 
be an odd approach to the 
ban on HIVers in the mil¬ 
itary. He’s going to sign the bill 
(which he could veto), but he’s 
going to order the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral not to defend it in court from 
the inevitable challenges it will 
face. He’s against the ban because 
it’s so clearly illegal, but he’s for 
signing the bill because it’s a least 
a piece of the budget. This way he 
gets the budget but axes the ban 
on the rebound. 

Some would call it devious; 
others might laud it as subtle. I 
can’t help but compare it to his 
stand on gays in the military - a 
subject to which a ban on HIVers 
in the military has some rele¬ 
vance. If Clinton really believed 
that gays deserved to be in the 
military, there’s no reason he 
couldn’t take exactly the same ap¬ 
proach that he does to the HIV 
ban. Instead, the administration 
keeps appealing the military ban 
cases it loses; now there’s one sit¬ 
ting in front of the Supreme 
Court. 

What this highlights is the ulti¬ 
mate outcome of Clinton’s brief 
crusade to end the ban on gays in 
the military. He ended up chang¬ 
ing his mind; he no longer be¬ 
lieves that gays can and should 
serve in the military, or if he does, 
he’s no longer willing to take any 
action on that belief. 

With his re-election campaign 
coming up, this is a sorry little 
fact that his flaks are anxious to 
smother. They prefer to let it seem 
as though he caved in to superior 
forces and in fact forced a com¬ 
promise, allowing the supposed 
existence of a “closet” in the 
“Don’t Ask” portion of the “com¬ 
promise.” But the fact remains 
that the Clinton administration at 
this point actively pursues a poli¬ 
cy of witch-hunting any and every 
open gay from the armed services. 

Why then, does he take such a 
firm stand on HIVers in the mili¬ 
tary? After all, if the statistical 
breakdown of HIVers in the Army 
is the same as in the general pop¬ 
ulation, somewhere between 70 
and 90 percent of them are queer. 
And this is a big part of why 
Robert “B-l Bob” Doman, the 
presidential candidate, sponsored 
the ban. The fact that most of the 
military HIVers got the disease 
through sex or drugs sets them up 
for harsh punishment, in Dornan’s 
mind. 

But Clinton can take public 
pity on those 10 to 30 percent “in¬ 
nocent victims,” those photogenic 
few who got the infection from a 
blood transfusion or needle stick. 


While dozens of gay HIVers lurk 
unseen in the shadows, a few 
brave heterosexuals can brazenly 
challenge what is clearly a mean- 
spirited and illegal ban. 

Breeder bleeders 

It’s always a little icky when 
HIVers have to appeal for support 
through our atypical “innocent 
victims.” Ryan White was a sweet 
kid and he certainly went through 
a lot, but it sorta rankled that a 
PWA had to be a photogenic 
white boy to get any sympathy. 
And of course, the “innocent vic¬ 
tims” are sometimes reluctant to 
associate with us guilty ones. 

But even the reluctant “inno¬ 
cents” come around eventually, as 
was demonstrated by the experi¬ 
ence of the hemophiliac commu¬ 
nity. The “breeder bleeders” - 
heterosexual males who got HIV 
through infected blood factor 
taken to treat their hemophilia - at 
first wanted nothing to do with 
the more general PWA communi¬ 
ty. They were innocent and in fact 
had a good lawsuit against the 
company that infected them. 

A few years of run-around 
soon showed them the error of 
their ways. Their lawsuits were 
stalled and derailed, while the 
companies at fault were sold and 
sold again, making the suits a du¬ 
bious case against a swiftly mov¬ 
ing target. And they discovered 
that their own leadership had sold 
out to the corporations, signing 
away rights in return for cash and 
guaranteed clean factor (when 
most hemophiliacs were still get¬ 
ting suspicious stock). 

At a recent hemophilia con¬ 
vention, protesters put red ink 
handprints on posters and signs 
with the logo “Cutter has blood 
on its hands” - an ACT UP-style 
protest that jolted the hitherto 
staid and “professional” atmos¬ 
phere of the convention. Now the 
hemophiliac community, which 
started out standoffish to the gen¬ 
eral AIDS culture, has developed 
its own radical wing. ACT UPs 
were created, as it were, by the 
system that refused to respond to 
anything less. 

Serious flaws 

The ban on HIVers in the mili¬ 
tary has the basic appeal of all 
such laws. At a quick glance, it 
looks like it makes sense, but any 
more careful examination shows 
serious flaws. On the surface, 
anybody with HIV is limited in 
their use to the military. Even if 
they’re entirely healthy, there’s 
always the possibility that they’ll 
get worse, so you won’t want to 
send them overseas. And there’s 
the unspoken assumption that 
most of the military HIVers are ei¬ 


ther queer of drug users. 

The Army is reluctant to go 
along with the mandatory ban be¬ 
cause it violates a very old and 
stable Army tradition; that the 
corps takes care of its own. If the 
member has dishonored the corps, 
for example by being queer, the 
corps kicks them out without a 
second thought. But if they just 
get sick, the Army looks after 
them. 

So it’s true that an HIVer can’t 
be sent to Bosnia, but you can still 
get a lot of good work out of a 
highly trained soldier at home. Of 
course, a soldier with cancer (or 
who’d just recovered from can¬ 
cer) couldn’t be sent to Europe ei¬ 
ther, but the Army doesn’t have to 
discharge them. It is entirely ca¬ 
pable of judging the limits and ca¬ 
pabilities of its soldiers on a case- 
by-case basis, and bitterly resents 
having to surrender this authority 
to some publicity-hungry ultra¬ 
conservative presidential candi¬ 
date. 

And although most of the mil¬ 
itary HIVers are probably queer, 
it’s also a well-documented fact 
that plenty are not. That some¬ 
body should be forced out of the 
Army, to the detriment of both 
themselves and the Army, because 
of a needle stick a few years ago 
defies logic. 

And there’s a whole bunch of 
little irritants added into the bill. 
For example, although the dis¬ 
charged soldier gets health bene¬ 
fits - kicking them out and cutting 
them off seemed a little harsh - 
his or her family doesn’t get cov¬ 
erage, which would be the case in 
a regular discharge. It’s not clear 
if this was done because the 
HIVer is assumed to be queer and 
therefore “defamilied,” but it is 
clearly a bit of extra punishment 
for getting an unpopular disease. 
It’s the sort of detail that helps get 
such things kicked to hell in 
court. 

So the Clinton strategy of 
“sign and then don’t defend in 
court” promises an amusing 
sideshow in the coming election 
year. It may well prove to be one 
of the few positive events. T

Richard Mohr likened Smith’s 
behavior to the denial of a “bat¬ 
tered child” whose argument is: 
“The more Clinton screws us, the 
more we should embrace him.” 



Now that Clinton has advocat¬ 
ed the repeal of the ban, HRC’s 
Winnie Stachelberg said that po¬ 
sition has bipartisan support in 
Congress, and is “pleased that 
President Clinton is putting the 
full force of the White House be¬ 
hind undoing this atrocious pro¬ 
vision.” 

The Gay, Lesbian & Bisexual 
Veterans of America are much 
less sure of remedial action. Their 
statement read in part, “Though 
the president says he will work to 
remove this portion of the legisla¬ 
tion, we need only remember that 
he also said he would allow gays 
in the military. All of us know the 
result of that promise, the unten¬ 
able policy of Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” 

Nor does Robinson have 
much faith in a legislative reme¬ 
dy. “I haven’t heard a calculation 
that assures me a legislative ap¬ 
proach is going to work. 

‘They haven’t gotten a com¬ 
mitment from Newt Gingrich to 
repeal this,” he said, “and that is 
what it is going to take.” ▼

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T ori Amos has come a long 
way from the gay piano 
bars of Washington D.C. A 
gifted prodigy who could 
play by ear, she spent her forma¬ 
tive teenage years performing 
Gershwin standards, after being 
expelled from Baltimore’s presti¬ 
gious Peabody Conservatory for 
being too “rebellious.” 

It’s that rebellious spirit, 
though, that drives much of 
Tori’s music. With her fierce en¬ 
ergy and emotional urgency, it’s 
been said that she plays piano as 
if she were making love to it. 
Her intense honesty and some¬ 
times dark lyrics set her apart 
from the “piano-and-vocal 
music” standard. 

Her solo debut, Little Earth¬ 
quakes, was released in 1992, 
and with its ruminations on love, 
sexual guilt and religion, it came 
as no surprise to discover that 
Tori was the daughter of a 
Methodist preacher. Stark, sen¬ 
sual, and candid, it struck a re¬ 
sponsive chord with listeners, 
selling over two million copies 
worldwide. 

Its 1994 follow-up, Under 
The Pink, was an even greater 
success. Though its lyrics were 
oblique, it was musically more 
mature than her previous effort 
(certain songs were fleshed out 
with guitars, drums, and orches¬ 
tration). The record produced 
two hit singles, “God” and 
“Cornflake Girl.” 

Her third album, Boys for 
Pele, a self-produced 18-song 
opus, was just released last 
month. I recently spoke with 
Tori about the record, and 
though our chat was brief, it was 
long enough for me to ascertain 
that the 32-year-old woman on 
the other end of the phone is, 
much to my delight, both sassy 
and abstruse. 

B.A.R.: Since we have only 15 
minutes to talk, I suppose we 
should get started. 

Tori Amos: Yes, we can dive in.

The Vanguard Award went to 
Barbara Walters for that strange 
interview with Greg Louganis, 
and The Celluloid Closet won the 
Vito Russo Award. 

N ews From the Big Crip¬ 
ple: Manhattan Theatre 
Club has revived Craig 
Lucas’ Blue Windows to 
reviews that, with the exception of 
Michael Feingold’s in the Village 
Voice, haven’t appreciated Lucas’ 
wryly melancholic world view. 
The New York Time’s Vincent 
Canby found himself unable to 
get the play’s point, which was 
somewhat ironic since it has to do 
with people’s difficulty in com¬ 
municating their true feelings (and 
art’s role in mitigating the conse¬ 
quences). 

“Oh, she’s just jealous because 
she tried to do something similar 
with those one-acts starring Uta 
Hagen,” sniffed a NY theater 
queen with a good memory. 
“Blue Windows is everything 
Canby tried to pull off with his pa¬ 
thetic opus but couldn’t.” If you’re 
heading to NYC any time soon, 
support the local gay playwright 
by checking Windows out. 

N ot that one should expect 
change overnight, or 
even over a decade, but it 
was more than a little sad 
that writer Jewelle Gomez’s con¬ 
tribution to a Village Voice Black 
History Month cover story this 
week focused on the continued re¬ 
luctance of black intellectuals and 
civil-rights activists to embrace 
lesbians. On the plus side she cel¬ 
ebrates the black women who 
helped her form her identity. 

Buried in the back of the same 
issue of the Voice is a piece by 
Joan Acocelia taking choreogra¬ 
pher Bill T. Jones to task for say¬ 



ing that “the people controlling 
the media are Jewish” and that 
they can only relate to the work of 
Jewish artists. According to Aco- 
cella, Jones was laboring under 
the impression that New Yorker 
dance critic Arlene Croce is Jew¬ 
ish (Croce wrote that odd “re¬ 
view” of Jones’ Still Here last year 
without bothering to see it). Aco- 
cella looked back at reviews of 
Jones’ work and found that NY’s 
Jewish reviewers — including 
Elizabeth Zimmer, formerly of 
the presently defunct but rumored- 
to-be-retuming Sentinel — were 
among his biggest supporters. 
Oops. 

S peaking of everybody’s 
favorite fish wrap, rumors 
have been flying fast and 
furious round town about 
the supposed reemergence of the 
Weekly Misnomer under different 
and— we hope— better manage¬ 
ment.

Won’t that just guarantee 
The Usual Old Gay Rag (several 
examples of which already exist in 
SF)? Word has it he’s still 
searchin’ for that Wonder Editor 
who can do everything. Hey, what 
about Nan Parks? 



Jerome Caja 


T hough she has passed on to 
that great collage in the 
sky, the spirit of San Fran¬ 
cisco artist and fashion 
death maven Jerome will live on 
in the hearts of fans in the form of 
Jerome: After the Pageant, a col¬ 
lection of the artist’s fabulous 


work, compiled by writers Adam 
Klein and Thomas Avena. The 
book, currently being designed by 
San Francisco graphic artist Rex 
Ray, will include 32 pages of full- 
color plates of Jerome’s work, in 
addition to biographical materials 
and an introduction by Whitney 
Biennial curator Klaus Kertess, 
who, ironically, is the same 
tastemaker who rejected Jerome’s 
oeuvre for the 1995 Whitney Bi¬ 
ennial. 

Jerome: After the Pageant will 
also include photographs of the 
Great Sepulchral One taken by 


eminent local photographers Jim 
James, Dan Nicoletta and the 
glamorous Marc Geller. Word has 
it that this crack team of Frisco 
snappers was recently treated to a 
glam din-din at the Hotel Mona¬ 
co’s Grand Cafe, where contractu¬ 
al details were ironed out. Accord¬ 
ing to Lady James, dish about 
Queen Mange was as plentiful as 
the scampi and asparagus rhubarb. 
Missy James was reluctant to pass 
on any scintillating nuggets du 
jour to this nosy scribe, however. 
“You’ll have to wait for the fin¬ 
ished book to get the real dish,” 
she squealed with delight, which 
means until October, 1996. 

L etters have been flying at 
the B.A.R. about that sor¬ 
did Armistead Maupin/

Any truth to those 
rumors that Tomlin may back out 
of the Castro premiere of Closet 
on March 14? 

C elluloid Closet, in case 
you don’t already know, 
is a fascinating look at the 
shoddy way homos have 
been cast as villains, perverts and 
losers in the movies, from the in¬ 
ception of the art form to the pre¬ 
sent day. A fascinating side-effect 
of this film is that it makes you 
acutely aware of how homosexu¬ 
als are treated in all media, not 
just the movies. Which brings us 
to Martina Navratilova and her 
new mystery. Breaking Point, co¬ 


written by Liz Nickles. According 
to B.A.R. writer Deborah Peifer, 
who inherited the onerous task of 
reviewing it, there are only two 
lesbians in the story, and both are 
villains. Worse, they’re incompe¬ 
tent villains. Sound familiar? 

We wanted to ask the Divine 
Ms. N. personally why she felt 
compelled to make the queers the 
baddies, but our requests for an in¬ 
terview with Miss Tennis were 
consistently ignored by the flacks 
handling Martina at Villard Books. 
We called not once, but a total of 
five times requesting an interview, 
and even though a pleasant minion 
working the phones assured us 
we’d get a call back from Mr. So 
and So, it never came. “He knows 
how important the gay press is to 
Martina and the book,” she 
glossed unconvincingly. 

So, faced with silence, we were 
forced instead to turn the tome 
over to Ms. Peifer, who actually 
prefers to be called the weed- 
whacker, not the weed-eater, as 
we recently wrote in Out There. 
“Egregious” was the only word 
she could use to describe this lead¬ 
en dirge, a book so rife with edito¬ 
rial mishaps that Ms. Peifer 
thought it might have been edited 
aboard a ship, while dodging a 
submarine attack, during a very 
heavy storm. 

Several supremely stupid lines 
stuck in Peifer’s mind, for in¬ 
stance: “The day is unpredictably 
warm, as it is likely to be in May.”

will be made within the 
community, but when it 
comes to going on 
Nightline , it won’t be 
made. When push 
comes to shove, no gay 
activist is going to 
stand up and say you 
shouldn’t be able to 
do that,” says Gold¬ 
stein. Political con¬ 
victions can’t com¬ 
pete with personal 
desires, and even 
left-wing marriage 
opponents are often 
personally moved 
by individuals’ sto¬ 
ries. 

The right isn’t 
making much 
noise ei¬ 
ther, says 
Goldstein. 

Libertarian 
thinking 
has gained a 
foothold in 
neoconserv¬ 
ative fo¬ 

rums, and 
the rabidly 
homophobic 
far right is 
sitting this 
one out for 
the time 

being. 

“They’ve decided that the 
louder they are about gay issues, 
the more demonizing they are, 
the more marginalizing they 
are,” says Goldstein. “So they’re 
reluctant to go on the war path 
about it.” 

One of the first political jour¬ 
nals to address the issue was The 
New Republic ; Andrew Sullivan 
wrote about the conservative case 
for gay marriage in 1989. Now the 
magazine’s editor (he is also the 
author of the book Virtually Nor¬ 
mal), Sullivan continues to keep 
gay marriage debates going in 
conservative circles. Next month 
he will run yet another major arti¬ 
cle in favor of gay marriage by au¬ 
thor Jonathan Rauch. 

“The presence of openly gay 
journalists in all of these places 
has given this issue an extra 
nudge,” says Sullivam “I also 


think our endorsing gay marriage 
so long ago helped make it a little 
more pan of the central spectrum 
of political ideas and legitimized it 
in some way, for the elite at least.” 

Sullivan touches on a key issue 
that may undermine the apparent 
consensus in favor of gay mar¬ 
riage: political journals and opin¬ 
ion pages cater to pundits, intel¬ 
lectuals, and policy wonks, but 
they don’t always reflect the pulse 
of the politicians who claim to 
represent certain political philoso¬ 
phies. Just because Sullivan can 
make a strong conservative case 
for gay marriage doesn’t mean 
that the Republican Party will buy 
his logic and put gay marriage in 
their presidential platform. It may 
be a significant element, but opin¬ 
ion journalism is one step too high 
on the political food chain to de¬ 
termine party agendas and voting 
patterns. ▼

!| t’s a rare occurrence when 
The Village Voice and 
Newsweek find common 
ground with The Wall Street 
Journal and The New Republic. 
Political journals and op-ed pages 
are built on controversy and dis¬ 
cord, so it’s unusual to find voices 
from the left to the right and 
everywhere in between pitched in 
agreement. It’s even more unex¬ 
pected when the issue they’re dis¬ 
cussing is a gay one. 

The latest shocker comes with 
the cover story of the January 6 
issue of The Economist. “Let 
Them Wed” reads like the head¬ 
line on the British political week¬ 
ly, a favorite of well-heeled intel¬ 
lectuals'in this country. The article 
makes the case for gay marriage in 
economic and philosophical 
terms, as well as emotional and ju¬ 
dicial ones. “For society, the real 
choice is between homosexual 
marriage and homosexual alien¬ 
ation,” the article reads. “No so¬ 
cial interest is served by choosing 
the latter.” 


While The Economist has cov¬ 
ered gay issues on occasion, the 
cover story is nearly revolution¬ 
ary. 

“We’ve never done [something 
like this] with such prominence or 
comprehensiveness,” says Bill 
Emmott, the magazine’s editor. 
There is a serious question of 
equality of a social group before 
the law and social contracts, and I 
think discrimination, in this in¬ 
stance against homosexuals, is in¬ 
defensible. As soon as I had a 
good article to back up that view, I 
published it.” 

Pinning down the magazine’s 
position in the political spectrum 
isn’t easy. Often conservative on 
defense and economic issues. The 
Economist is sometimes quite rad¬ 
ical on issues of social policy and 
legal reform. 

“We see ourselves as coming 
from the radical center. That’s sort 
of a way of repudiating the left- 
right divide,” says Emmott. Gay 
marriage as an issue also repudi¬ 
ates this divide, he says. Reader 
response to the cover story has 
been more negative than positive, 
but ranging in both cases across 
the political ideologies in no pre¬ 
dictable pattern. 

What the others 
are saying 

Other publications that normal¬ 
ly line up unabashedly on the left 
or the right are hugging the middle 
on gay marriage as well. The Vil¬ 
lage Voice, a left-leaning New 
York independent weekly, ran a 
point-counterpoint cover story on 
gay marriage this month, but even 
the anti-marriage piece was the 
most tepid of rejections, touting 
the benefits of marriage without 
official state sanction. 

The voices against gay mar¬ 
riage from all political angles will 
be abnormally quiet in this debate, 
says Village Voice executive editor 
Richard Goldstein, who wrote his 
paper’s pro-marriage story. Left¬ 
ists who oppose gay marriage be¬ 
cause they oppose marriage in 
general, and rightists who oppose 
gay marriage because they oppose 
gay rights in general, will both 
keep low profiles for now.

,, he ballet season is upon us

Unrivaled for energy and at¬ 
tack, Dance Theater of Harlem 
may be the most physically excit¬ 
ing ballet company in the whole 
world. Only Russians present 
themselves with this much charis¬ 
ma and enjoyment of their own 
glamour, and no other company is 
as rhythmically sharp. The jazz 
rhythms which underlie even the 
most classical-seeming master¬ 
piece of 20th century choreogra¬ 
phy (like Balanchine’s Concerto 
Barocco) shine through in their

dance critics and bal¬ 
letomanes: “They all talk 
about musicality, but they would¬ 
n’t recognize it if it jumped up and 
bit them in the ass, which it is un¬ 
likely to do at the New York City 
Ballet.” This was after George 
Balanchine, whose middle name 
was “musicality,” had passed on to 
the Great Barre in the Sky. 

Those who still don’t know 
what musicality in dance means 
could have visited the San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet’s opening night gala 
at Davies Hall (Feb. 5), or modern 
dance choreographer Trisha 
Brown’s first-ever foray into clas¬ 
sical music at Yerba Buena Center 
(Feb. 8), for a brutal demonstra¬ 
tion. 

Before giving us her interpreta¬ 
tion of Bach’s The Musical Offer¬ 
ing, in a group dance called M.O. 
(this punning title also means 
“method of operation” in police 
lingo), Brown offered a solo. If 
you couldn't see me (1994), in 
which, for the 15-minute duration 
of the dance, she faced away from 
the audience. This idea initiated a 
series of technical problems that 
the dancer-choreographer, now 58 
but still possessing the legs of a 
teenager, solved interestingly. 
Musically, however, the piece 
foundered on an inconsequential 
“score” by Brown’s longtime col¬ 
laborator, painter Robert 
Rauschenberg. 

When these artists, flush with 
the possibilities of modem dance 
in the early ’60s — Brown was an 
original member of the influential 
Judson Dance Theater — used 
non-traditional music sources, 
sound scores or even silence to ac¬ 
company their dances, it was fun, 
experimental, liberating. Thirty 
years later it is a dead end, which 
nobody seems to have the guts to 
point out. However, when Brown 
segued to real music in M.O. 
(1995), the results were not much 
better. 

It is always possible that the 
reason some choreographers res¬ 
olutely avoid real music is be¬ 
cause they are unequipped, for 
whatever reason, to deal with it. 

Live music, provided you are 
going to use music in the first 
place, is a must. The Oakland Bal¬ 
let has been compromised for 
years by its inability to afford live 
music. When choreographers such

as Brown and Mark Morris insist 
on live accompaniment, one ap¬ 
plauds them. One does not have to 
applaud poor playing, however. 
The harpsichordist lumbered hesi¬ 
tantly through Bach’s opening 
ricercare (perhaps at Brown’s in¬ 
stigation?); the solo fiddle was out 
of tune (when you could hear 
him); the baroque flute and cello 
squeezed out the sort of sounds 
that gave “authentic period perfor¬ 
mance” such a bad name for so 
many years. 

Facing this unmusical cacoph¬ 
ony was Brown’s company of un¬ 
toned, unstretched, techniqueless 
“dancers,” their unprepossessing 
physicality disguised by drapy 
costumes. Apparently incapable of 
phrasing what little of the music 
was worth attending to, for long 
periods they stopped doing any¬ 
thing of interest. (A steady trickle 
of defectees from the audience at 
least raised the hope that some¬ 
body knew the emperor was 
naked.) Brown’s vocabulary, espe¬ 
cially for the shoulders and arms, 
is so circumscribed that you’d 
think constant repetition might 
lend the gestures some eloquence, 
but it didn’t. 

Alas, minimal vocabulary is 


not just a modern dance failing. At 
the SFB gala, we had two world 
premieres, and both were circum¬ 
scribed in gesture and steps. 

David Palmer employed Ro¬ 
manian folk dances by Bela Bar- 
tok in A Fleeting Moment, a valen¬ 
tine to his partner, tiny Tina 
LeBlanc. They are an adorable 
couple. She’s so spicy in her turns 
and those little “Hungarian” wrist 
bends; he’s so dashing, with those 
muscley thighs and exuberant 
jumps. But we’ve seen all this be¬ 
fore. Helgi Tomasson used Brit¬ 
ten’s gloss on Rossini tunes for the 
eponymous Soirees Musicales\ the 
music is as heavy as roast beef and 
day-old Yorkshire pudding. 
Chunky Kristin Long and elfin 
Christopher Stowell — a match 
made by someone who needs 
glasses — careened around the 
stage out of sync and sympathy 
with Britten’s lumpen music and 
Tomasson’s faux-Petipa style. 

Only Benjamin Pierce (on loan 
from LA) and Sabina Allemann 
(Norma Desmond plays Titania) 
made a worse impression in Ash¬ 
ton’s pas de deux from The Dream 
(music by Mendelssohn). Alle¬ 
mann is a beautiful, voluptuous 
dancer with much pleasure left to 
give, but not if the artistic director 
is going to willfully expose her to 
ridicule. Tomasson has put all his 
eggs in Elizabeth Loscavio’s bas¬ 
ket; she performed the difficult, 
angular steps of Balanchine’s Ru¬ 
bies (music by Stravinsky) with 
arrogant ease, but her partner, Yuri 
Possokhov, was way too busy 
emoting like the “heartthrob” he 
has been anointed by the unmusi¬ 
cal press. Mr. B would not have 
been amused. 

The crowd pleasers were the 
new Shanghai ballerina. Yuan 
Yuan Tan, who pretzeled herself 
around the sexy torso of Jais Zi- 
noun in an excerpt from The Waltz 
Project (music by Philip Glass), 
and Evelyn Cisneros, who took 
Val Caniparoli’s Afro-Bach solo 
from Lambarena and made it 
rock, gliding effortlessly from 
pointe work to slithering hips. 
Then that maniac who hurls flow¬ 
ers at the hapless artists spoiled 
her bow by pitching bouquet after 
bouquet at the feet of the obvious¬ 
ly-embarrassed dancer. 

The pas de deux and finale 
from Mr. B’s Theme and Varia¬ 
tions was painfully squeezed onto 
the itty-bitty Davies Hall stage — 
that polonaise needs space to ex¬ 
pand its killer emotional punch. 


Yet with Tchaikovsky flooding the 
hall, the fact that Katita Waldo is a 
dancer, not a ballerina, and that 
Stephen Legate is a mighty ner¬ 
vous-looking cavalier, was sub¬ 
sumed in the heart-stopping musi¬ 
cality of Balanchine’s choreogra¬ 
phy. The tune is sensational, the 
movement bliss and, for the first 
and only time in two whole 
evenings of dance, we got bit in 
the ass and we loved it. ▼ 
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Jackie Chan's Rumble in the Bronx 

Martial Arts Melee

J ackie Chan’s “newest” 
opus. Rumble in the 
Bronx , is only new to U.S. 
audiences. This film, re¬ 
leased in 1994, was enormously 
successful in Asia, the No. 1 film 
ever in mainland China. Rumble is 
not Jackie’s first attempt to move 
beyond cult status here. He was 
briefly groomed as the successor 
to Bruce Lee in the 1970s, but his 
films The Big Brawl and The Pro¬ 
tector failed to impress. Jackie 
was not Bruce Lee. He was equal¬ 
ly - some say more - skilled in 
martial arts, but he had a much 
broader, endearing comic persona 
that the films failed to exploit. 

In the early 1990s, Hong Kong 
action, martial-arts and supernat¬ 
ural dramas managed to gain a 
foothold on the U.S. repertory cir¬ 
cuit. Jackie, along with Chow 
Yun-Fat and to a lesser extent Jet 
Li, became the darling of both the 
“fanboys” - that group of slobber¬ 
ing post-adolescents who re¬ 
sponded to his meek yet powerful 
image - and curdled intellectuals 
seduced by HK’s exoticism, ef¬ 
fortless genre- and gender-bust¬ 
ing, and brilliantly kinesthetic ac¬ 
tion sequences. This dual audi¬ 
ence included such worthies as 
Bruce Willis, Quentin Tarantino 
and Sylvester Stallone (I’ll let you 
decide which category they be¬ 
long in). 

While the groundswell of in¬ 
terest in Hong Kong films provid¬ 
ed a possible springboard for 
Jackie into the U.S. mainstream, 
there were still obstacles: linger¬ 
ing anti-Asian feelings in the cul¬ 
ture, Jackie’s reputedly 
marble-mouthed English, and an 
audience used to grim, not comic, 
heroics. Still, his films routinely 
trounce their American counter¬ 
parts in Asian markets, making 
him potentially bankable else¬ 
where. 

And there was one special as¬ 
pect of Jackie that distinguished 
him from the pack and could pro¬ 
vide his ticket into the West: he 
does his own stunts. If you’ve 
seen the trailer for Rumble in the 
Bronx, you know that this is in 
fact the strategy being used; the 
film is being sold as the work of 
an endearing madman who liter¬ 
ally risks his life to bring pleasure 
to his fans, an utterly human 
touch unthinkable with heavily 
protected, prissy-butch “com¬ 
modities” like Schwarzenegger or 
Stallone. 

Principled bumpkin 

Anyone who has seen - and 
treasured - Jackie’s performances 
won’t be disappointed by Rumble 
in the Bronx. Jackie plays a typical 
role here, the sweet, naive but 
principled bumpkin who is forced 
against his will into violent con¬ 
frontations and life-threatening 
stunts. 

The film opens with Keung 
(Jackie), a Hong Kong cop who 
comes to New York for his Uncle 
Bill’s (Bill Tung) wedding. Jack¬ 
ie’s dislocation is more than phys¬ 
ical - he’s astounded to meet his 
new “aunty,” an overweight black 
woman. Uncle Bill sells his gro¬ 
cery store to the naive Elaine (HK 
superstar Anita Mui) without 
telling her it’s a constant target for 
a local psycho biker gang. Jackie 
agrees to help her with the store 
after the sale. 

Things quickly go awry when 
Jackie attacks members of the 
gang for shoplifting. They avenge 
themselves by trapping him in an 
alley and batting empty beer bot¬ 
tles at him,, leaving Jackie a 
bloody mess. 

However, the gang isn’t exact¬ 
ly cohesive, and they forget to kill

Jackie when they start bickering. 
This prepares us for Jackie and the 
gang teaming up against the real 
villain, a suave Mafioso and his 
big butch enforcers. Jackie’s ab¬ 
sence causes Elaine’s store to get 
wrecked again and eventually de¬ 
stroyed. And he ends up with the 
Mafioso’s stolen diamonds before 
the inevitable, and not unpre¬ 
dictable climax. 

This cartoonish plot is, as we 
often see, simply a vehicle for the 
heavily choreographed and scored 
fight sequences. In an extraordi¬ 
nary scene that will shock novices 
and make seasoned Jackie-watch- 
ers at least partially hide their 
eyes, Jackie jumps several stories 
across a wide, wide space from 
the top of one building onto a dis¬ 
turbingly small fire-escape land¬ 
ing on another. 

Other sequences are more fa¬ 
miliar, with the trapped Jackie 
marshalling every object around 
him against his attackers. This in¬ 
cludes everything from pool cues 
to garbage cans to pinball ma¬ 
chines and even refrigerators. 
Jackie’s combination of muscular 
strength and pliability gives these 
scenes a hyperreal quality, rein¬ 
forced by the fact that there’s no 
need for the cutaway shots neces¬ 
sitated by the use of stunt doubles. 
Every time he’s knocked against a 
wall or hit in the head with a bat, 
it’s Jackie feeling the pain. 


Perfect metaphor 

For the extended finale, the 
filmmakers feature an object not 
hitherto seen even in the excesses 
of Hong Kong action films: an 
enormous Hovercraft that lumbers 
out of the water and onto the 
streets of New York City (actually 
Vancouver). This monstrous vehi¬ 
cle flattens cars and people with 
equal force, but in a perfect 
metaphor for Jackie’s career, the 
star grabs a tiny sports car and 
races alongside the 

rubber-bumpered beast ripping 
holes in it. 

It’s not clear if Rumble in the 
Bronx will gamer Jackie the U.S. 
stardom he deserves. Some of the 
details seem slapdash, and the fe¬ 
male characters are flat. The great 
Anita Mui in particular is wasted 
in a plain Jane role. 

However, Jackie’s comic per¬ 
sona - a combination of Buster 
Keaton and Buster Crabbe - is in¬ 
tact, and in a daring move sure to 
generate controversy here, he 
post-scripts the film with outtakes 
of failed stunts, including injuries. 
Some viewers will complain 
about this, but most will see it as a 
critical part of Jackie’s legend, 
thrilling proof that he puts his 
body where his mouth is. ▼

Moving and Moribund

T heater aims to be many 
things, worldliness not the 
least of them. When a play 
moves beyond the dramat¬ 
ic or funny or boring to effective¬ 
ly convey the experience of a peo¬ 
ple or culture, the effect can be 
powerful. Two new plays aspire to 
cultural entertainment; both deliv¬ 
er mixed, if intriguing, results. 

Thomas Robert Simpson’s 
one-man show, Still Headin’ fo’ 
da’ Promise Land, at the New 
Conservatory Theatre, is an explo¬ 
ration of the African-American 
experience. In a series of six vi¬ 
gnettes, Simpson attempts to por¬ 
tray the black experience from the 
era of Martin Luther King, Jr. 
through the present day. 

This 90-minute show had its 


premier last August at the Afro 
Solo Performance Festival, and 
like many solo shows, it sets its 
sights high, has its heart in the 
right place, but ultimately falls 
short of its goals because the writ¬ 
ing and the performance have not 
found all the critical little details 
that separate the characters from 
the events that propel the show. 

In this case, Simpson has creat¬ 
ed characters who are shaped by 
the times in which they live: a 
child who believes that America 
has a King who can tell white peo¬ 
ple what to do, a man filled with 
hatred who learns about pity and 
dignity, a hard-line activist who 
discovers that faith and human 
connection are the only salvation. 
All are familiar. The effects of 
racism, injustice, hatred and vio¬ 
lence direct their lives, but we 


never learn quite enough about the 
people behind the events and the 
big-banner emotions. 

Warm and engaging, Simpson 
is at his best in two related vi¬ 
gnettes about Tyrone, a San Fran¬ 
cisco man telling his story to his 
HIV support group. Tyrone is a 
survivor and a self-made man who 
has lived high and has no regrets. 
What we know of Tyrone’s past 
involves a break with his father 
when Tyrone came out. Then the 
scene shifts to the pulpit, where a 
minister, a man we learn is Ty¬ 
rone’s father, is preaching on a 
Sunday morning. Brother Butler 
has just returned from Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. where, by chance, he en¬ 
countered the AIDS quilt and 
found the panel created for his 
son. In a short space of time we 
see the minister evolve from the 
disgusted, distanced father he was 
to the open-minded, open-hearted 
man he has become. It’s a moving 
suite that Simpson conveys with 
gentle conviction. 

As a piece of cultural theater. 
Still Headin ’fo ’ da ’ Promise Land 
does not illuminate or enliven as 
much as it would like to, but 
Simpson and director Norman 
Gee are more than able to provide 
intelligent, compassionate enter¬ 
tainment. 

Much ado about 
defecation and urine 

On an altogether different cul¬ 
tural plane is Trainspotting, a 
funky piece of Scottish theater 
playing in a claustrophobic, 
makeshift theater at the Edinburgh 
Castle Pub on Geary St. Based on 
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the controversial novel by Irvine 
Welsh, Trainspotting is a mid- 
’80s tale of drugs and depression 
in the economically-challenged 
wasteland of Edinburgh, Scotland. 
Under the iron-fisted rule of Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher, the youth of the 
nation embark upon a downward 
spiral of skag (heroin), ecstasy 
and just about anything and every¬ 
thing else. 

Crammed into a steamy room 
over a noisy bar, this is the kind of 
production that wants to be rene¬ 
gade theater — nasty, messy, po¬ 
litically incorrect and righteous — 
but ends up being vaguely enter¬ 
taining and more than a wee bit 
amateurish. 

After two hours of Scottish 
brogue and the word “cunt” being 
bandied about the way an Ameri¬ 
can slacker might use the word 
“dude,” one grows weary. So 
many people eat shit — literally 
— and drink urine in this produc¬ 
tion as a means of revenge or a 
stab at sick humor you end up 
wondering just what sort of devel¬ 
opmental disorders struck the au¬ 


thor during his toilet training. The 
economic woes of Scotland are se¬ 
rious indeed, and the effects of the 
Thatcher regime took a serious 
toll on the British youth, but if 
we’re supposed to be moved or 
shocked or outraged by the activi¬ 
ties of the youth parading around 
on this mini-stage, director James 
Reese and his cast of five have an¬ 
other thing coming. 

We’re supposed to accept this 
scatological middle school-level 
posturing as docudrama with an 
official seal of approval. Culture 
indeed. Give us the Loch Ness 
monster and bagpipes any day. T

Thomas-created puppet of Bar¬ 
bara Bennett, the Redbook re¬ 
porter who interviewed Crawford 
in the film Mommie Dearest. 

The introduction of these hand 
puppets alters the nature and pac¬ 
ing of Lypsinka’s show in a way 
that is not totally beneficial. Ep¬ 
person says he envisioned the 
production as a “demented Shari 
Lewis show,” but the way puppets 
appear for a chat at the open door 
recalls the old Kukla, Fran and 
Ollie show from the ’50s. The in¬ 
troduction of the puppets leads to 
original scripted material, studio- 
recorded, with Lypsinka’s voice 
provided by another TV icon, 
Barbara Feldon of Get Smart 
fame. 

Heavy doses of Crawford and 
Bette Davis litter this outing, with 
only a few moments devoted to 
the classic ringing telephone rou¬ 
tine of past shows. Early in the 
show, Lypsinka commits herself 
to life on “the other side of the 
tracks” and promptly begins beg¬ 
ging for the opportunity to give a 
blow job. Yes, really. She ex¬ 
plains, with the voice of Ethel 
Merman, that she’s “got a lot of 
living to do.” After working her¬ 
self into an orgasm, she meets the 
puppet-devil, who then fucks her 
into oblivion as she praises the 
power of his big, black dick. A bit 
later, the evil Barbara Bennett 
threatens to expose Lady L in print 
and, well, you just have to be 
there. 

Before her parade of curtain 
calls, Lypsinka once again pleads 
for happiness with Melba Moore’s 
“I Got Love,” Lena Home’s “Life 
Goes On,” and Shirley Bassey’s 
deathless “My Life.” The final 


collage is a tour de force of opti¬ 
mism, the ultimate hallmark of the 
Lypsinka oeuvre. But despite all 
this . outrageousness, there are 
some rocky moments in this pro¬ 
duction. 

Four beautiful costumes and a 
great new wig make for eye-pop¬ 
ping visuals. But the show’s deci¬ 
bel level hovers in the ear-splitting 
range. Unless some adjustments 
are made, you’ll need to bring ear 
plugs. The new show will benefit 
from its two-month run at Josie’s, 
as it will allow Epperson time to 
clean up some of the synchroniza¬ 
tion of his lips with spoken dia¬ 
logue. Director Kevin Malony 
keeps the star’s movements fluid 
and appropriate to the material. 
He deserves special kudos for his 
raunchy devil-fucking episode. 
(Some may find this material too 
racy, or racist — the raunchy 
black patois being lip-synched by 
a white performer — but it’s mo¬ 
ments like this that give Lypsinka 
Must Be Destroyed! its edge.) 

The scripted and recorded dia¬ 
logue, however, slows the show’s 
pace. Although it adds a new di¬ 
mension to Lypsinka’s character, 
it simultaneously diminishes the 
inspired brilliance of the all¬ 
singing, all-dancing, all lip-synch¬ 
ing montage of previous reviews. 

Epperson has indicated the 
need to move on creatively — 
hence the show’s subtitle: “The 
first farewell.” But even in her 
early death throes. Lady L still 
packs a wallop. She’s a really 
nasty girl, determined to go out in 
a blaze of X-rated glory. Devout 
fans, take note. T

Author R. Zamora Linmark's Rolling the R's 

American Graffiti

R Zamora Linmark’s 
debut novel Rolling the 
R’s is an extraordinary 
H work. Written as a se¬ 
ries of vignettes and invocations, 
the book traces the lives of a 
group of young adolescents living 
in Hawaii in the late ’70s. As 
sweet as that may sound. Rolling 
the R’s is more than just another 
one of those too saccharine, ends 
with a resounding awwwwwww- 
type coming-of-age stories. The 
teens, some immigrant, some 
local, negotiate their way through 
the land mines of language, Amer¬ 
ican culture, class, assimilation, 
and fractured identities. They do 
so in a climate of abuse — homo- 
phobic, spousal, parental; neglect 
— by educators and peers who see 
them as something less; and dif¬ 
ference — sexual and ethnic. And 
all of this is set to a double-time 
handclapping soundtrack of 
Donna Summer, Bee Gees and 
disco while Charlie’s Angels, The 
Love Boat and Happy Days flick¬ 
er in the background. 

Linmark was bom in Manila. 
At age 9 he moved to Honolulu, 
where he currently lives. His work 
has been earning praise ever since 
his vignettes appeared in the 
ground-breaking anthology Char¬ 
lie Chan Is Dead. With this new 
novel, the buzz has become a def¬ 
inite roar. In an upcoming Spin re¬ 


view, Dennis Cooper calls the 
work “a knockout” and compares 
Linmark to a young Hunter 
Thompson. Another writer, 
Matthew Stadler, put it simply: “... 
stylish, shameless and beautiful.” 

I recently spoke with Linmark 
about Rolling the R’s. The follow¬ 
ing are excerpts from our conver¬ 
sation: 

Pop culture figures prominently in 
your work. But it’s more than just 
camp. For a lot of immigrants 
these were the first things we 
learned about America, our first _ 
impressions. 

Pop culture is the capital lingua 
when I first arrived. It is the first 
thing for jiving, for understanding 
the culture that you’re coming 
face to face with. The first time I 
came across American pop culture 
was in the Philippines. The second 
time was in America. Pop culture 
had influenced me a lot, it became 
a tool for individualism. The fash¬ 
ion and the music was an exor¬ 
cism for all that communitivism. 

Who was your favorite angel on 
Charlie’s Angel? 

Sabrina. No, wait. I kind of like 
Tiffany Wells. She had an air of 
calmness which stems from her 
character being dimwitted. She 
was also the epitome of bad act¬ 
ing, an angel who does not know 


she has fallen. 

Did you ever play Charlie’s Angel 
as a child? 

For some reason, I don’t know 
why, I was always Kelly Garrett 
when role playing. I wanted to be 
Kris or Jill. One time I was ... both 
of them at the same time. It was a 
challenging role, much more than 
being Filipino-American. Talk 
about participating in two worlds 
simultaneously. 

You try to deal with a lot of issues 
in this book. 

Working in the form of vignettes 
gives a person a little space to 
work in. I didn’t want to write an¬ 
other book of vignettes. I wanted 
to depart from the pedagogical ap¬ 
proach of how to read a book, you 
know, ‘‘Who is the main character, 
what and where is the setting, the 
conflict?” I wanted to contribute 
to a new way of reading a novel. 
Many other writers have done this 
before. 

A lot of Asian Americans have 
written about being trapped in two 
radically different world cultures; 
it’s become sort of cliche now. 
How did you approach this issue ? 

The first draft was too melodra¬ 
matic. The original character, Vin¬ 
cente, was too close to home. I 
knew too many Vincentes who 
share the same, mean route as an 
immigrant from the Philippines, 
dealing with assimilation and ac¬ 
culturation. They were so different 
and I tried to stock all of them into 
one character and it didn’t work. 
Vincente got beyond tragic [to the 
extent] that he would make Ham¬ 
let look like comic relief. He had 
to deal with too much, so I decid¬ 
ed to make him deal with his sex¬ 
uality. The other issues hung off 
that. 

There has been so much biogra¬ 
phy disguised as fiction by Asian 
American writers these days. Peo¬ 
ple want to know if it’s real or not, 
and they delight in knowing that it 
is. Do you find that many readers 
expect this book to be somehow 
biographical? 

Two of the characters ig the book 
are Filipino immigrants, that’s the 
closest it is to me. I did not go 
through what those characters go 
through. There was a disco called 
America though. 


Sometimes you can’t blame the 
readers because some writers 
make such connections between 
their work and their personal his¬ 
tory. Fiction, for me, stems from 
the imagination, from using the 
landscape and memory as a 
springboard for the imagination. 
Memory is so aligned with fiction. 
The novel is set in the mid-to-late 
’70s, but then I blurred time a bit, 
I used the movie Making Love in 
one story but that came out in the 
’80s. 

Now that you’ve made your entry 
into the Asian-American literary 
sweepstakes, how do you find 
yourselffaring? 

I’m being marketed as gay litera¬ 
ture, and not Asian-American lit¬ 
erature, but it doesn’t bother me 
how I’m marketed. What can I do? 
You can box me in, but I’ll make 
sure there’s a window so I can 
crawl out. 

Do you feel like people expect you 
to write some sort of indictment of 
gay Filipino culture or colonial¬ 
ism, etc.? 

Writers are selfish and they have 
to be. First they’re writing for 
themselves. Once they step out of 
their ego, then it’s “who am I writ¬ 
ing for?” Paraphrasing T.S. Eliot, 
writing is not only a release of 
emotion but also an escape from 
emotion. I’m not writing to make 
money or to put down my culture 
or anyone’s. For me, writing is 
about investigation. I don’t be¬ 
lieve in safety. That’s the problem 
right now in Asian-American liter¬ 
ature: Safety. Safety is conjoined 
to selling. But if I do become fa¬ 
mous, I think it’ll be easier for me 
to find a boyfriend. 

Recently, there was a book about 
Asian-American erotica that was¬ 
n’t terribly erotic. I’m interested in 
the sex in your book. There are a 
lot of young adolescent boys hav¬ 
ing sex with crusty older men. A 
sort of analogy of the flesh trade, 
the dominance of the Third World 
by the First, perhaps? 


All the sex in the book is repre¬ 
sented from different points of 
views. For the character Edgar, the 
sex he has stems from sexual frus¬ 
tration: he wants to fuck the jani¬ 
tor’s son, it’s purely physical. For 
Mr. Campos, the janitor, it’s to re¬ 
juvenate his aging body, that’s his 
motivation. There is a scene of 
child sexual abuse that takes 
place, but we’re not sure whether 
it has or not. There is a parallel 
scene with the mail-order bride. 
She gets sexually abused because 
of a $20 bill and a blue passport. 

What are the connections between 
sex and nationalism? I see a sug¬ 
gestion of this in the book. 

In the late ’70s, the sex industry in 
the Philippines was thriving. Mar¬ 
tial law was happening. One way 
to bring in money was tourism, 
how else could Imelda afford all 
those bottles of Chanel #5. There 
were all these films called bomba 
movies — skinflicks, soft pom, 
mainly tits and suggestions, sexu¬ 
al intimations. In martial law, sex 
was public domain. There were all 
these powers to oppress people 
and the only way the oppressed 
could fight back was to have sex, 
control their sense of pleasure. 
There is still sexual oppression in 
the Philippines. Trying to [estab¬ 
lish] an open gay community is 
still in its embryonic stages. The 
catholic faith still has the anti-ho¬ 
mosexual creed to it, they’re still 
banning condoms, they’re still in 
the closet in terms of dealing with 
the closet. 

You were already in America at 
this time. 

I was dancing to Andy Gibb and 
Yvonne Elliman in America. 

The disco or the country? 

That’s up to you. ▼

But I’ve been playing for over 30 
years. I have enough personalities 
developed with musical ideas to 
fill a room. And I’m ruthless when 
it comes to something that doesn’t 
work. It’s just, ‘Erase it, next.’ 

Also, I did have a crew. So the 
sound of the record, the sonic end, 
is very much them. And I would 
bounce things off of them in some 
ways. 


Where did you record the album? 


In a church in Ireland. It felt like 
the right thing to do for me, to go 
to a church, to claim my passion 
and sing about my ‘Uhhh!’ (mim¬ 
ics sound of sexual ecstasy), all 
that ‘Uhhh!’ in a place that doesn’t 
really want to hear about ‘Uhhh!’

When you walk into a place like 
that, and start singing some of 
these songs, you have to know 
your intention. Because churches 
are filled with a real energy cur¬ 
rent. And part of that current is op¬ 
pression. Part of it is very mystical 
because it holds so many layers of 
archetypes, from centuries and 
centuries. You know, it’s the world 
of Faust you’re walking into a bit. 

Also, in the Old World, a lot of 
these churches were built on an¬ 
cient sacred pagan sites. Why? 
Because they were tapping into an 
energy current. No different from 
why I went there. 


No doubt you know that you have 
a large following within the gay 
community. In fact, it was the gay 
marketing division at your record 
label that set up this interview. Do 
you have any idea what your ap¬ 
peal is to a gay listener? 


I don’t know! Maybe it’s because 
my music seems vulnerable some-

This new record seems more musi¬ 
cally diverse than your previous 
two. How did that come about? 

It was kind of inspired by relation¬ 
ships that did or didn’t happen. So 
sometimes, it gets quite raucous— 
like pans and pots and goldfish 
flying on the record. And then 
there are times when it’s like 
being alone in a very cold, white- 
tiled bathroom—with that little 
mold in-between the tiles, and a 
voice. And that’s it. 

Where does the album’s title, Boys 
For Pele, come from? 

Pele is a Hawaiian volcano god¬ 
dess. And I thought that that 
would be a groovy thing to hang 
out with. In the beginning, though, 
it wasn’t easy admitting to myself 
how I had stolen fire from all of 
the men in my life—boy blood 
feeding. Yes, of course they were 
stealing things from me... 


times, and they can relate. It’s emo¬ 
tional and gay people talk about 
their emotions a lot. They live very 
much in that realm. You have to. 
Because if you’ve come clean 
about what you’re feeling — that 
you are gay — you’ve probably 
had to deal with a lot of hurt and re¬ 
jection from heterosexual people 
— maybe family, maybe whatever. 

Since I’m almost out of time, this 
is my last question, and you don't 
necessarily have to take it serious¬ 
ly. Have you ever learned the cor¬ 
rect way to sit on a piano bench? 

That’s a loaded question! If I 
learned how to sit on it correctly, I 
couldn’t play with the power that I 
do. Okay? You try it at home. 
Throw that right leg back and 
plant your left leg out front and 
put yourself so that your ass is 
supporting your diaphragm. Get 
somebody to try to push you off. 
Nobody will be able to move you. 
You’re like a tree trunk. 

Now sit and play like you’re 
supposed to. I could push you off 
with one finger. Think about it. ▼

Prokofiev has accomplished. 

The major difficulty in staging 
The Fiery Angel — after you have 
assembled a cast that can actually 
sing the music — is how to handle 
the demons who accompany Re¬ 
nata. Are they real or do they exist 
only in her tortured psyche? They 
don’t sing, but they do knock on 
walls. British director David Free¬ 
man boldly solves the dilemma by 
employing the St. Petersburg Ac¬ 
robatic Troupe to personify Rena¬ 
ta’s evil spirits. These Russian ac¬ 
robats are not the tightly-muscled 
little gymnasts familiar from the 
Olympics, but tall, strong, and 
physically ideal. Bald, nearly 
naked and covered in white ash, 
they lure, lope, roll, crawl, hang 


upside down and, in the final 
scene, rape a covey of nuns who 
have fallen under Renata’s hyster¬ 
ical spell. On stage, feral prowling 
was exciting; on video it is over¬ 
whelming. 

Equally overwhelming is Gor¬ 
chakova’s beautiful, plutonium- 
lined throat; she deals tirelessly 
with Renata’s high-lying vocal 
line and, on the video, close-ups 
of her dark, luminous eyes and ra¬ 
pacious mouth provide the intensi¬ 
ty that seemed missing in her SF 
Opera Performances. Likewise, 
Leiferkus’ Ruprecht, merely stolid 
and stalwart in SF, emerges on the 
video with overpowering mas¬ 
culinity; you can practically smell 
him coming. And, if you are as 


taken as I am with that dusky 
growl of a baritone, I recommend 
his recital of Mussorgsky songs on 
Conifer CD; he can be charming 
as well as brutal. 

With the subsidiary roles su¬ 
perbly cast — the delicious tenor 
Konstantin Pluzhnikov is a 
holdover from SF, but where was 
the Agrippa of Vladimir Galuzin 
when we needed him? — and 
Gergiev driving his St. Petersburg 
band to heights of shrieking sensa¬ 
tionalism, the compact discs pro¬ 
vide a definitive performance of 
this scalding work. But for the full 
impact, you have to see the video, 
which comes with a warning label 
about nudity and other hidden de¬ 
lights. ▼ 


Hot Stuff 


It doesn’t take Freud to recog¬ 
nize the fascination (and terror) 
about sexual ambiguity that drove 
these three heterosexual com¬ 
posers to explore such touchy sub¬ 
ject matter. (And with such uni¬ 
form results — whatever one may 
think of the behavior of Lulu, Tu- 
randot and Renata, ultimately the 
composers show great compassion 
towards them.) What isn’t am¬ 
biguous is the Kirov Opera’s 
splendid 1992 Fiery Angel, a co¬ 
production with London’s Covent 
Garden, which we saw in San 
Francisco in 1994. These record¬ 
ings were made at St. Petersburg’s 
Maryinsky Theatre in 1993. 

Renata (Galina Gorchakova) is 
a medieval hysteric who believes 
she has been visited by a fiery 
angel named Madiel. When 
Madiel refusesjo have carnal rela¬ 
tions with her, Renata seeks his 
image on earth, falling for a se¬ 
ducing nobleman and then seeking 
the protection of a mercenary 
knight, Ruprecht (Sergei Leifer¬ 
kus), with whom she develops a 
very sick relationship. 

All of this is clothed in a mag¬ 
nificent orchestration that — espe¬ 
cially in its wordless interludes — 
carries the opera’s emotional bur¬ 
den. The exalted, strenuous and 
occasionally tiresome vocal lines 
may lead listeners to think the 
work unsuccessful, but if you try 
to imagine an opera by Strauss or 
Wagner without its orchestra, 
you’ll better understand what 


he can act the victim. 

New York jazz pi¬ 
anist Fred Hersch 
has chosen the first 
route. 

In addition to 
coming out in the 
jazz world and 
being vocal about 
both his sexuality 
and HIV status, 

Hersch has also 
chosen to use his 
personal gifts as a 
musician to do 
something posi¬ 
tive; he got to¬ 
gether with his 
colleagues to 
perform on the 
album Last Night When We 
Were Young, the first-ever record¬ 
ing to benefit Charles Hamlen’s 
New York AIDS service organiza¬ 
tion Classical Action. Hersch also 
wrote a Ravel-like piece for The 
AIDS Quilt Songbook and con¬ 
tributed to the CD Memento Bit¬ 
tersweet, a collection of works by 
gay composers living with AIDS. 
Hersch’s Nonesuch recording 
Passion Flower: Fred Hersch 
Plays the Music of Billy Strayhorn 
can be seen as a continuation of 
these social concerns, dealing as it 
does with the work of a gay com¬ 
poser of extreme sensitivity and 
musical sophistication. 

Billy Strayhorn (1916-1967), 
who has only recently come out 
from under the shadow of Duke 
Ellington, is now regarded as not 
just Ellington’s alter-ego or right- 
hand man but as a composer of 


equal status. Hersch captures 
the bittersweet tone of many of his 
songs, only one of which (“Some¬ 
thing to Live For”) is performed 
with its vocals here. This song is 
an almost classic expression of 
gay social isolation and longing (it 
was composed in 1935, a time 
when one didn’t give voice to 
these feelings). Strayhom’s work 
for the most part lacks the ironic 
edge of Cole Porter, another gay 
composer of that period, whose 
songs tend to be darker and more 
melancholy. 

Hersch’s interpretations honor 
these qualities but never at the ex¬ 
pense of the work’s melodic orig¬ 
inality or rhythmic/harmonic pun¬ 
gency. So, a piece like 
“U.M.M.G.” emerges with all its 
grit intact; Hersch’s attacks and

the way he voices chords also 
show how completely he’s ab¬ 
sorbed Thelonius Monk’s style. 
The harmonies of the title track 
are ambivalent, as if pleasure 
were shadowed by our knowledge 
of it: we feel its uncertainty and 
also its end. Perhaps the shifting 
moods in this song reflect a gay 
sensibility? At any rate. Monk’s 
influence can be heard. 

Fred Hersch appears to have 
absorbed many influences into his 
own deeply lyrical style. His long¬ 
standing trio, comprised of Drew 


Gress, bass, and Tom Rainey, 
drums, supports him every step of 
the way, reinforcing and elaborat¬ 
ing every gesture and color he 
makes. Though I sometimes feel 
that Hersch’s string settings aren’t 
fully engaging, Passion Flower 
gives every evidence of the size 
and subtlety of Hersch’s talent. 
This record is a good place to start 
or continue your acquaintance 
with this artist. T

lems. Navratilova is clearly 
clueless concerning the way in 
which spelling is indicated in 
print. Jordan asks, “How do you 
spell e-x-t-r-a-d-i-t-i-o-n?” And 
two pages later Jimmy responds 
snappily: “Can you spell 1-i-b-e- 
1?” Wasn’t anyone at Villard pay¬ 
ing attention? 

In addition to all the bad writ¬ 
ing, one of the two lesbian vil¬ 
lains in the novel agrees to be a 
party to a charge against her of 
sexual harassment. Ah yes, 
wouldn’t every lesbian volunteer 
to be accused of sexual predation 


against a minor? 
But even the re¬ 
port of the ha¬ 
rassment is han¬ 
dled sloppily. 
“[Dagmar] put 
her arm around 
me and we talked 
some more, and 
then she-she start¬ 
ed kissing me .... I 
tried to push her 
away, but she’s re¬ 
ally strong.” Three 
pages later, after 
Meg tells the “un¬ 
changed story” to 
the lawyer, the 
lawyer states: “There 
was no real incident. 
Dagmar didn’t actu¬ 
ally touch Meg.” I 
guess kissing doesn’t 
count as touching. 

The sloppiness of 
both the writing and 
editing is revealed in 
all manner of ways. A 
personal favorite: 
“Woody frequently 
refers to himself in the 
third person, a trait he 
shares with the Queen of Eng¬ 
land.” Well, no, actually the 
Queen uses the First-person plural, 
which is different from the third- 
person singular. 

I could go on with more exam¬ 
ples of wretched writing, perfidi¬ 
ous plotting, and syntactical sui¬ 
cide, but I will hold back, lest I be 
accused of the same annoying rep¬ 
etitions. Let me say in closing that 
Navratilova ought to have held out 
for Liz Quarters, or, at least Liz 
Dimes. A nickel’s worth of co¬ 
writing was clearly not enough. T 


Hazardous Waste

Breaking Point by Martina

¥ ou might be wondering 
what could possibly be 
worse than Martina 
Navratilova’s first novel. 
The Total Zone? The painfully ob¬ 
vious answer is Martina 
Navratilova’s second novel. 
Breaking Point. I’m not certain, 
because there’s still time remain¬ 
ing, but it is entirely possible that 
Breaking Point is the most boring 
novel of all time. Yes, it’s true. 
Navratilova is back with her af¬ 
fectless and clueless hero, Jordan 
Myles, and a multitude of dead 
bodies and nefarious characters. 
The plot, oh such a silly word to 
describe the scheme of this piece, 
concerns a new tennis champi¬ 
onship, the Crown Jewel, an all¬ 
surface event that will pay the par¬ 
ticipants big bucks (the figure 
changes throughout the novel, 
from $200,000 to $500,000 to $1 


million), and the odd, and perhaps 
deadly machinations of sleazy 
agent Jimmy Bennett, creator of 
the Crown Jewel. On the way to a 
grotesque conclusion, Jordan has 
tennis nightmares, sees murders, 
actually does some physical thera¬ 
py (her ostensible job, after all), 
chases murderers and is almost, 
but, alas, not killed. 

Surely someone should have 
been killed before this deadly bit 
of prose appeared in print: “On 
the day of her death, the notation 
read: C-reception. My hands 
froze, and my grip on the date- 
book turned leaden. Of course, 
this proved nothing, but did it 
mean that Jimmy planned to meet 
Catherine at the greenhouse re¬ 
ception? Or some other recep¬ 
tion? Or did Jimmy plan to meet 
some other person whose name 
started with the letter C at the re¬ 
ception? It had to mean some¬ 
thing.” Or maybe not. 

There are odd repetitions 
throughout, as if all drafts (notice 
that I’m assuming there was more 
than one) were combined, and 


kept in order to turn 25 
pages worth of plot and 
character into 292 pages of 
text. (“It sickened me to re¬ 
alize that I had told Jason 
almost every move I’d 
been making, almost every 
suspicion I’d had. I’d 
played right into his 
hands. He’d been in the 
perfect position to follow 
me, threaten me, and 
make me suspect Jimmy 
all the more. Hadn’t I 
told Jason that I was 
planning to go to 
Jimmy’s house? I’d 
given him a play-by- 
play description of al¬ 
most every move I’d 
made.”) 

Then there’s the 
case of the vanishing 
velour. After what was 
clearly supposed to be 
a suspenseful high¬ 
speed chase, but was 
in fact a boriog high¬ 
speed chase, Jordan 
drives her motorcycle 
into a swimming pool. The owner 
of the pool takes Jordan inside to 
dry off. “‘I think this will fit.' 
Carla ducked into a dressing room 
and reappeared with a velour 
warm-up outfit.” Later on the 
same page, Carla says: “‘And take 
off those wet things. I’ll lend you 
something to wear.’ She opened a 
drawer.” I thought she was just 
teasing about the velour suit until 
I turned the page and read: “She 
wrapped my wet clothes up in a 
towel and rolled it up to wring 
them out, then handed me a velour 
warm-up suit.” 

Then there are spelling prob

Midnight Author Enjoys Book's Success 

Georgia on His Mind 


by Trey Graham 

ust a subdued little his¬ 
toric marker - something 
’ that can’t even be seen un¬ 
less you look at it,” John 
Berendt laughs, just a little 
self-consciously. 

The author, 56, sits in the bar at 
the Four Seasons, nursing some¬ 
thing with a lime and indulging in 
a little merry speculation about 
how the city fathers of Savannah, 
Georgia might remember him. 
Turns out the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce wants him to decide for 
himself. 

“I don’t want a fountain,” he 
says cheekily, “and I don’t want a 
statue. Just a nice little permanent 
- don’t-you-touch-it - marker.” 

In a less stuffy world, such a 
plaque might say something like, 
“John Berendt’s Midnight in the 
Garden of Good and Evil, a true 
story of high society, low morals 
and cold-blooded murder, did for 
Savannah what cheesesteaks did 
for Philly.” (Savannah tourism is 
up by over 46 percent, according 
to one news item, and convention 
business has seen an even larger 
increase.) The marker might also 
point out that Midnight, which 
rode the New York Times best-sell¬ 
er list for 89 weeks, almost didn’t 
get published. 

A touch of smugness 

“My original agent turned it 
down,” Berendt says. This, mind 
you, was Lynn Nesbitt, one of 
Manhattan’ s most intimidating 
literary brokers, whose client list 
includes heavyweights like 
Michael Crichton, Anne Rice and 
John Le Carre. “She said, ‘It’s 
such fun to read, but ultimately 
too local; I don’t think I could in¬ 
terest a publisher.’ So I took it to a 
much younger agent, didn’t tell 
her about Lynn Nesbitt, and she 
sold it within a week. She had four 
people bidding.” That sound in 
Berendt’s voice - that would be a 
touch of smugness. 

Who wouldn’t be a little 
self-satisfied? There are some¬ 
thing like 12 foreign editions of 
Midnight already published or in 


the works. The first draft of the 
screenplay is almost ready. Both 
the Lambda Literary Award and 
the Ferro-Grumley Award com¬ 
mittees have come calling (never 
mind that the latter usq^lly goes to 
a work of gay-themed fiction-, the 
authorities changed the rules, and 
Berendt “happily accepted”). And 
last summer, the New York Jazz 
Festival invited Berendt to host a 
musical evening inspired by Mid¬ 
night’s main setting. Savannah’s 
palatial Mercer House. Bobby 
Short and Margaret Whiting, 
among others, sang Johnny Mer¬ 
cer tunes for a swank audience at 
Lincoln Center’s Avery Fisher 
Hall, while Marian Seldes ( Three 
Tall Women), Carrie Nye, Berendt 
and The Lady Chablis read ex¬ 
cerpts from the book. 

Chablis, of course, is part of 
the reason for all the fuss. She’s 
the outrageously saucy drag queen 
who saunters through one of the 
book’s several subplots; since 
Midnight became a certified phe¬ 
nomenon, she’s become some¬ 
thing of a star in her own right. Sa¬ 
vannah visitors, some of them on 
prepackaged Midnight tours, flock 
to see her perform, and she’s even 
signed a deal to write her own au¬ 
tobiography, due out next year. 

But of course it was Berendt’s 
eye for the unusual that picked 
Chablis and the other Midnight ec¬ 
centrics from the Savannah 
crowd. “It was more than chance,” 
he says, “because I did select them 
from a whole city of people. But 
they were there to be selected, and 
when I saw this one, that one, I 
pulled them out.” 

There are no apologies to be 
made for looking at a whole city 
through the lens of its most idio¬ 
syncratic citizens, Berendt says. 
“You would hardly criticize Flan¬ 
nery O’Connor for writing about 
grotesques - her word,” he points 
out. “She said, ‘Of course I don’t 
write about average Georgians; I 
write about grotesques, and exag¬ 
gerate their stories because I want 
to make a point, I want to drama¬ 
tize that point.’ And Robert Penn 
Warren said something similar: 
It’s the writer’s responsibility to 


write about defects. You write 
about the man with one arm, and 
you’re making a comment on the 
man with two.” 

Yankee makes good 

The man who made Savannah 
famous grew up waay north of the 
Mason-Dixon. A native of Syra¬ 
cuse, N.Y., he went to Harvard, 
where he spent time on the Lam¬ 
poon. He was headed for post¬ 
graduate study at Columbia when 
he got sidetracked - by a job offer 
from Esquire, where he worked 
off and on until last year. He’s also 
toiled behind the scenes for such 
notable interviewers as Dick 
Cavett and David Frost, writing 
questions and trying to help antic¬ 
ipate the likely answers. For a 
while, he edited New York maga- 
zine^He started work on Midnight 
a decade ago, and didn’t finish it 
until 1992. 

So how does an unreconstruct¬ 
ed Yankee sell a Southern city to 
the whole country? How, for those 
of us who lust to have our names 
on a tidy little historic marker 
somewhere in Dixie, does one go 
about doing it? Easy, says 
Berendt: Work hard for seven 
years, using all the skills you 
learned in a lifetime of magazine 
writing, and keep yourself out of 
it. More than anything, he says, 
make it “fun.” 

“[Midnight] is engrossing, it’s 
escape. The narrative voice is easy 
to take; I don’t stress my opinions. 
You can like or not the characters. 
It’s funny; there’s suspense. It’s an 
enchanting city. And I really wrote 
this very carefully so as not to lose 
the reader at any point. I wrote 
very tightly, I kept the forward 
motion going, and that’s because 
of my training as a magazine 
writer. People who’ve only writ¬ 
ten books and never been exposed 
to magazine journalism probably 
have not had the discipline forced 
on them to write economically and 
to keep the thing moving. They’ll 
stop and do a little essay about 
something, and then get back to 
the story, and by the time they do 
that a few times, you’re ready to 
shut the book.” T

Sports & Sites Selected 
for Gay Games V

A t a November meeting of 
the Federation of Gay 
Games in Amsterdam, or¬ 
ganizers of Gay Games V 
revealed the 30 sports that will 
comprise the Games and the sites 
on which they’ll be played. The 
Games take place August 1-8, 
1998, in Amsterdam. While sever¬ 
al previously contested sports did 
not make the final cut, others were 
added to provide a European fla¬ 
vor to the event. 

The sports chosen for competi¬ 
tion at Gay Games V are: bad¬ 
minton, ballroom dancing, basket¬ 
ball, billiards, bowling, bridge, 
chess, cycling, ice hockey, figure 
skating, judo, karate, marathon, 
martial arts, physique, power-lift¬ 
ing, rowing, squash, softball, soc¬ 
cer, sport climbing, swimming, 
table tennis, tennis, track & field, 
triathlon, volleyball, water polo, 
wind surfing and wrestling. Sports 
that were included in previous 
Gay Games contests but were not 
chosen for the Amsterdam games, 
mostly because of site considera¬ 
tions, include: diving, racquetball 
and golf. Ballroom dancing, 
bridge and chess, competitions 
popular in Europe but less so in 
America, were added to the list. 

According to organizers, the 
list of selected sports is not ex¬ 
pected to change. Some sports 
may be deleted between now and 
’98, but no additional sports will 
be added to the roster. 

Selection of sites 

At the November meeting, 
members were shown selected 
sites for the ’98 Games. Members 
were most impressed by the Ams¬ 
terdam Arena, which will be the 
site of the always-festive opening 
ceremonies. The Arena, currently 
under construction, has been de¬ 
signed with a retractable dome 
and will become the permanent 
home of the Amsterdam Ajax 
football team. 

The University of Amsterdam 
will host volleyball, basketball, 
wrestling, judo, karate, martial 
arts, power-lifting, tennis (with 
both regular and clay courts) and 
the preliminary competition for 
physique. The University Center 


has a seating capacity of 1000. 

Cycling will take place at the 
Sloten Sportpark Velodrone, while 
rowing and triathlon competition 
will be at the picturesque Bosbaan 
Park. Sporthallen Zuid is where the 
table tennis and additional volley¬ 
ball competitions will take place. 
The Sportpark Ookmer in West 
Amsterdam will be the site for soc¬ 
cer and softball while nearby Ook¬ 
mer Athletic Track will play host to 
the track & field events. 



The twin 50-meter pools at 
Sloterparkbad will host the swim¬ 
ming and water polo competi¬ 
tions. There will be no diving 
competition, as there is no avail¬ 
able diving pool, forcing organiz¬ 
ers to remove this category from 
the Games’ roster. 

Details on how each competi¬ 
tion will be run, including rules, 
regulations and sanctioning, will 
be announced in mid-’96, along 
with information about housing. 
Amsterdam plans to use a central 
phone number to book all hotels, 
and plans are also underway to in¬ 
crease hosted housing, use of 
school buildings and camp¬ 
grounds. 

According to Federation co- 
President and Team San Francisco 
co-chair Susan Kennedy, “The 
Amsterdam Games are ahead of 


where the other Gay Games host 
cities were at this point in time. 
We are pleased and excited with 
the work that’s been done.” Ams¬ 
terdam’s acting-mayor Frank de 
Grave is confident the Games will 
be the success he promised to the 
crowd at New York’s Closing Cer¬ 
emonies in 1994. The Amsterdam 
City Council has'already set aside 
1 million Dutch guilders toward 
the cost of the Games. 

The Amsterdam Games will be 
the first Gay Games held outside 
the North American continent, and 
over 10,000 athletes, 1,500 cultur¬ 
al participants and as many as 
100,000 spectators are expected 
for all or part of the festivities, 
making it the largest amateur ath¬ 
letic event ever. Plans for a large 
“Friendship Village” that will sur¬ 
round City Hall were revealed. 
The Village will consist of a 
Worldwide Friendship Broadcast 
Center, which will house registra¬ 
tion and accreditation, provide up- 
to-date posting of sports results, 
competition sites for several 
demonstration sports, and display¬ 
ing of community art. 

Not Just for 
sports freaks 

Art and cultural events will also 
play a part in Gay Games V, if Am¬ 
sterdam officials get their way. Or¬ 
ganizers are seeking cultural en¬ 
tries for the Games in the cate¬ 
gories of literature, visual arts, the¬ 
atre, music, film, video, dance, 
mime, photography and more. Also 
in the works for 1998 are a gay and 
lesbian film festival, a story-telling 
festival, and a choir festival. 

Team San Francisco is already 
making plans for the ’98 Games. 
At the general membership meet¬ 
ing in December, the 1996 Board 
of Directors was elected. It in¬ 
cludes: Susan Kennedy, Heidi 
Downard, Lisa Labrecque, Allen 
Wood, Winston Mathis, Dave 
Wagner and newcomers Marcus 
Valera and Mark Brown. Team 
San Francisco has scheduled its 
next general membership meeting 
for March 16 (3 p.m.) at the Eure¬ 
ka Valley Recreation Center on 
Collingwood Street in the Castro. 
Everyone is welcome to attend.

T he San Francisco Track &

18, the Southern California Strid- 
ers Meet of Champions on May 
11, the Visalia Classic Masters 
Meet on May 18, the USA Track 
& Field Pacific Division Champi¬ 
onships at Cerritos College on 
July 20, and the season closer in 
Santa Barbara, tentatively set for 
October 5. Other meets that may 
be added to the list include open 
division competitions at Sacra¬ 
mento and Davis, the NorCal Se¬ 
niors meet in Berkeley, and the 
possibility of the resumption of 
track & field competitions at the 
Seattle Gay Sports Festival. 


The Club started training in 
January, with workouts taking 
place every Sunday at 10 a.m., 
and Tuesdays at 6 p.m., weather 
permitting. All workouts are at 
Kezar Stadium, unless otherwise 
advised. Men and women of all 
ages and abilities are welcome.
